■LONDON (R) — A Palestine liberation Organisation (PLO) 
le ad er said Tuesday U.S. policy in the Middle East was forcing the 
Arabs into the arms of the Soviet Union. Khaled A! Hassan, a 
founder member of the Fateh commando movement and plo 
leadH Yasser Arafat's political adviser, said the whole Arab 
Work! rejected Washington’s view that the mam threat to the 
regkm came &om Moscow. "This policy is opening more and 
more doors to the Soviet Union," he said in a lecture to Britain’s 
Royal Institute of International Affairs. Mr. Hassan said U.S. 
policy in favour of Israel was also helping hardliners in the Arab 
camp. "As the doors to the Soviet Union open more and more, 
radicals without any real ideology are coming to the 
surface-cither from the extreme left or right." 



Pakistani foreign minister resigns 

ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistan's Foreign Minister Agha Shahi 
has resigned on grounds of ill-health, an official announcement 
said Tuesday. Retired Lt.-Gen. Sahibzada Yaqub All Khan, cur- 
rently ambassador to Paris, will succeed Mr. Shahi. the ann- 
ouncement added. The announcement said that president Moh- 
ammad Zia U1 Haq had reluctantly accepted the resignation of 
Mr. Shahi on grounds of ill health. It said Mr. Shahi had a meeting 
with President Zia Tuesday and "with reference to his earlier 
request" the president allowed him to relinquish office. President 
Zia paid warm tribute to Mr. Shahi for his outstanding con- 
tribution to the successful handling :? Pakistan's foreign policy, 
ihe statement said. 
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Qasem, Cheysson 
hold Paris fotfes 

PARIS (R) — Jordanian Foreign 
Minister . Marsvan A1 Qasem has 
met French External Relations 
Minister Claude Cheysson' for 
talks over dinner which diplomatic 
sources said were likely to have 
focused on the Middle East sit- 
uation. Mr. Qasem was passing 
through Paris on his way back 
from an Arab League meeting in 
Tunis on Monday night 

KUbi puts off 
trip to Japan 

TOKYO (R) — Arab League 
Secretary-General ChadH Klibi 
has postponed a visit to Japan due 
to start next Sunday, the Japanese 
foreign ministry said Tuesday. It 
said Mr.. Klibi would be touring 
the League's member states this 
month to discuss prospects for an 
early summit of Arab leaders. 

Iraqi forces 
kiB 119 Iranians 

BEIRUT (R) — Iraq said Tue- 
sday 119 Ir anians were killed in 
fighting in Iran’s oil-producing 
Khuzestan Province over the last 
24 hours. A militar y oo mm uniq ue, 
carried by the Iraqi News Agency, 
said the figure included 105 .Ira- 
nians killed in the Bostan sector 
where heavy fighting was reported 
last week. Other fronts which saw 
military operations were the Aba- 
dan and Susangerd sectors, in the 
same province. The communique 
put Iraqi losses in various regions 
during the same period at 19 kil- 
led. 


Mauritanian minister 
due for talks 

AMMAN (Petra) — Mauritanian 
Economy and Finance Minister 
Jank Bob Farya will arrive in 
Amman on Feb. 24 at the head of 
an economic delegation for talks 
with Secretary-General of the 
Council of Arab Economic Unity 
(CAEU) Fakhri Qadduri. The 
topics of discussion wQl deal with 
the CAEU resolutions and follow 
up on the implementation of these 
resolutions, since Mauritania is a 
member of the CAEU and the 
Arab Common Market. During 
his visit to Amman, the Mau- 
ritanian minister will sign an agr- 
eement on technical assistance 
given by the CAEU to Mauritania 
.for 1982 within the aid pro- 
gramme which the CAEU gives to 
the lesser developed member sta- 
tes. 


1 killed in Lebanon 

BEIRUT (R) — One man was kil- 
led Tuesday when fighting broke 
out in a South Lebanese village 
between Shfite militiamen and 
leftist gunmen, security sources 
said. They said the fighting iriQIa- 
yle, a village in an area controlled 
by U.N. troops, started because of 
a quarrel between two brothers. - 
One brother belonged to the 
Shfite militia Amal (hope) and 
other to the Lebanese Baath 
Party. The sources said they did 
not know to which group the dead 
man belonged. Amal members, 
and militiamen from various Leb- 
anese leftist and Palestinian gro- 
ups have clashed several times this 
year in Beirut and the south. More 
than 40 people died last month in 
the worst clashes so far. There 
have been many clashes between 
Amal and leftist and Palestinian 
groups over the last three years. 


Portugal faces 
labour protests 

LISBON - (R) — ‘ Labour unrest 
dogged Portugal Tuesday after a 
communist-led general strike last 
Friday which the government said 
had provided evidence of a {dot to 
. subvert democracy. The ports, 
which handle about 90. per cent of 
the country's trade, faced severe 
disruption because of a partial str- 
ike- by harbour pilots seeking a 
revisforrof pay scales and an ove- 
rtime ban by port workers inv- 
olved in a dispute over overtime 
payments. -Lisbon's transport 
workers announced one-day str- 
ikes -.Wednesday and on Friday 
.after negotiations failed to settle a 
pay dispW Which stopped the c- 
ity*s buses, t rams nnd und- 
erground for four days last month. . 


Arms to Jordan threat 
to Iran— Khamenei 


LONDON (R) — Iran’s President 
Ah Khamenei has said U.S. Hawk 
missiles that Jordan may buy 
would end up in the hands of the 
Iraqi army, the Iranian national 
news agency LRNA reported Tue- 
sday. 

The posable missile deal, first 
raised fcrp a senior U.S. official dur- 
ing a visit by U.S. Defence Sec-i 
retary Caspar Weinberger to the 
Middle East last week, has been 
condemned in Israel as a threat to 
its strategic edge over the Arabs. 


Israeli Prime Minister ' Men- 
achem Begin Monday attacked 
the possibility of the sale of adv- 
anced weapons to Jordan and said 
the United States should ensure 
Israel's mQhaiy superiority in the 
Middle East. 

The Iranian president, whose 
country has been fighting Iraq for 
the past 17 months, added: “the 
missiles will be used in Iraq and 
the U.S., through Jordan, will fill 
Iraqi ammunition depots." 


Syrian attempts to end 
Hama revolt bogged down 


DAMASCUS (AP.) — Syria's 
two-week attempt to put down a 
revolt by Muslim fundamentalists 
in the northern city of Hama was 
halted T uesday by die-hard rebels 
fighting from ingeniously con- 
structed hideouts that suggested 
the revolt was planned well in 
advance, sources said. 

Ihe well-placed Syrian sources 
said the army was fighting from 
building to building, and in some 
cases from room to room, to wipe 
out the Muslim Brotherhood reb- 
els who started the revolt Feb. 2. 

.One source said the anti- 
government fighters has prepared 
"ar tificial walls’’ in some of Ha- 
ma’s ancient b uildings . He said 
Syrian soldiers trying to mop up 
the resistance were being taken by 
surprise by grenades and bursts of 
gunfire from building that were 
thought to have been emptied of 
rebels. 

The Hama uprising is the most 
serious confrontation that Pre- 
sident Hafez Assad has had to face 
against the Islamic fun- 
damentalists waging a- two- . 
and-a-half-year campaign of att- 
acks’ against his government. . ■ 

The city of 250,000 residents, 
which for decades has been a hot- 
bed of Muslim fundamentalism, 
was still sealed offTuesday, ringed 
by tanks and artillary that had 
pounded several neighbourhoods 
since the hostilities erupted. The 
government said the international 
road linking Damascus, the cap- 
ital, with southern Turkey and 
passing through Syria's second- 


largest city of Aleppo was open, 
though there was a detour around 
besieged Hama. 

An estimated 2,000 rebels and 
400 government troops have been 
wounded in the fighting, said an 
informed source late last week. 

' Syrian Defence Minister Mus- 
tapha Tlas was quoted by state 
radio Monday as saying he knew 
of "direct contact" between the 
rebels and imperialism and Zio- 
nism. These are code words for the 
foreign policies of the United Sta- 
tes and IsraeL 

In the meantime. President 
Assad and Libyan leader Mua- 
mmar Qadhaft will hold a meeting 
in the near future, the Syrian press 
reported Tuesday. 

Newspapers said this was agr- 
eed in a telephone conversation 
late Monday night between the 
two leaders. - 

They said President Assad rec- 
eived from both Col. Qadhafi 
and President Ali Nasser Moh- 
ammad of South Yemen. 

Diplomats said a major theme 
of Monday night’s telephone con- 
tacts was probably Syria's dip- 
lomatic campaign against the U.S. 
and Israel since Israels ann- 
exation of the Golan Heights last 
December. 

Reports of the conversations 
made no reference to the situation ! 
in Hama. But no exact date was 
given for the planned meeting i 
between President Assad and Col. 
Qadhafi. who last met when the 
Syrian leader went to Tripoli last 
September. 


USSR ship sinks near 


site of oil rig 

HALIFAX, Canada (AJ».) — A 
Soviet freighter sank in the 
storm-tossed North Atlantic Tue- 
sday, and rescue officials said 
about 15 people drowned, IS 
were missing and four or five sur- 
vivors were picked up. 

The freighter sank 240 nautical 
m ilfts east of Newfoundland in an 
area 65 miles east of where the 
world’s biggest ofl rig capsized, 
leaving 84 workers missing and 
belifeved dead. 

The 4,262-ton Soviet freighter, 
Me khan ik Tarasov, went down as 
vessels tried for several hours to 
assist the container ship when it 
ran into trouble in heavy seas. Off- 
icials said 15 bodies were rec- 
overed. 

A spokesman for the Ha’’ r ~ 
search and rescue centre said i«u 
life rafts bad been spotted and a 


disaster 

third was missing. 

"We don’t know where it (the 
third raft) is... it could be on the 
sunken ship," the spokesman said. 

The Mekhantk Tarasov had 
developed a 45-degree list ove- 
rnight in 40 knot winds, heavy seas 
and freezing spray. 

Mob3 03 Canada Ltd., which 
leased the Japanese-built rig from 
a Louisiana company, said the 
crew included 15 Americans, 52 
Newfoundlanders, 16 men from 
other parts of Canada and one Bri- 
ton. The company said the names 
would not be announced until the 
families were notified. 

.It was the second highest toll in 
the history of offshore, drilling, 
exceeded only by the loss of 1 23 
men in. the capsizing of the rig 
Alexander Kieliand in the North 
•Sea on March 27. 1980. 


U.S. accuses Soviet Union 
of fostering biological warfare 


MADRID (A.P.) — The United. 
States accused the Soviet Union 
Tuesday before the European 
security conference of engagi n g in 
a biofogica] warfare in Laos, 
Kampuchea and Afghanistan and 
said such actions were violations 
of the Helsinki agreements on 
human rights and detente. 

“It is unmistakable that inn- 
ocent people in Laos, Kampuchea 
and Afghanistan have been vic- 
tims of a deadly poison rained 
down upon them by Soviet planes 
and Soviet pilots, or supplied by 
the Soviet Union to the pilots and 
planes of others," chief U.S. del- 
egate, Max Kampehnan, told the 
35-nation meeting. 

Chief Soviet delegate. Deputy 
Foreign Minister Leonid Dychev, 
later told reporters Mr. Kam- 
pelmans attack was “false and 
provocative propaganda." He did 
not reply formally before the con- 
ference. 

Mr. Kampehnan remarks, bef- 
ore a dosed door session of the 
heads of delegations at the Madrid 


meeting, followed a week of Wes- 
tern attacks on alleged Soviet- 
backed repression in Poland and 
condemnation of the Polish mil- 
itary regime for breaking the Hel- 
sinki agreements. 

A Dutch delegate who asked 
not to be identified said the con- 
ference had worsened to the point 
where a Swiss proposal for a recess 
until next fall now might be acc- 
epted by both East and West. The 
Swiss delegation was reported 
ready to propose a break in the 
17-month -old conference at a 
plenary session Wednesday. 

Mr. Kampelman's speech, given 
later to reporters, echoed charges 
of biological warfare by the Soviet 
Union made on several occasions 
by U.S. Secretary of State Ale- 
xander Haig, who led the Western 
attack on Poland and the Soviet 
Union here last week. 

It was the first time the United 
States has introduced the issue at 
the conference, supposed to be 
aimed at improving East-West 
relations.

Crown Prince signs 
declaration on informatics 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
signed at the Royal Court Tuesday 
the Declaration of Mexico on Inf- 
ormatics, Development and 
Peace. 

According to the 1 1 -point dec- 
laration. informatics, through its 
wide possibBities of application in 
almost all sectors of human act- 
ivity, offers a powerful tool to the 
management of technological 
development and opens up new 
possibilities for cultural and edu- 
cational development. Therefore, 
the declaration says, if informatics 
is wisely used with humanitarian 
understanding, it can contribute 
greatly to the solution of fun- 
damental problems and hence to 
the establishment of peace. The 
declaration was signed in Mexico 
City on June 23, 1981 by rep- 
resentatives of many states, inc- 
luding Jordan. 

- An invitation was extended to 


Prince Hassan to sign the doc- 
ument since he is an Arab and int- 
ernational intellectual concerned 
with the questions of information, 
development and peace. 

Prince Hassan expressed his 
pleasure for signing the dec- 
laration and asserted the sig- 
nificance of information in the var- 
ious development processes. He 
said he regarded information as 
the basis for decision-making and 
policies on the various issues. 

Prince Hassan said the Cou- 
ntries which were successful in 
developing their industrial and 
political potentials depended on 
information as a basic ingredient. 
He asserted the significance of 
publishing and exchanging inf- 
ormation on the Arab level, and 
the importance of Arabsat as a 
telecommunications network pro- 
viding regular information serving 
the goals of comprehensive Arab 
development. 


Arabs continue protests 
in occupied territories 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli forces 
arrested nine Palestinian youths 
during student demonstrations in 
several parts of the occupied. West 
Bank Tuesday, military sources 
said. 

Outside Birzeit University, 
where students - Monday attacked 
and wounded an Israeli official, 
roads were blocked and youths 
stoned Israeli vehicles. 

They told reporters they were 
protesting against the continued 
confinement of student council 
members to their homes. 

Several student activists have 
been unable to attend classes 
months after taking part in anti- 
Israeli demonstrations. f 

_ Disturbances were ' also rep- 


orted in Ramallah, several nei- 
ghbouring villages and in the town 
of Jenin where the arrests were 
made, the sources said. 

Arabs in the newly-annexed 
Golan Heights were on' general 
strike for the third day Tuesday in 
a protest against the detention by 
Israel of four local leaders. 

All shops and schools in the four 
Druze villages on the heights 
have been closed since Sunday 
after Israel detained four com- 
munity leaders on charges of inc- 
itement. 

Die Arabs have announced a 
campaign of civil disobedience, 
saying they would not pay taxes or 
receive social and medical services 
from the Israelis. 


Reagan, in bid to reassure 

Begin, stresses ties with 
others enhance interests 


WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan told Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Menachem Begin T uesday he 
was determined to maintain Isr- 
aels mflirary superiority in the 
Middle East and there was no plan 
to sell Jordan missiles or advanced 
aircraft. 

Mr. Reagan gave his assurances 
m a letter to Mr. Begin released 
Tuesday amid an uproar in Israel 
over indications from Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger, 
during a Middle East tour last 
week, that the United States might 
send the weapons to Jordan. 

The President said Mr. Wei- 
nberger, who visited Jordan on his 
three-nation tour, had not bro- 
ught back any new arms request 
from Jordan and any future sales 
to Amman would be made in the 
context of a firm U.S. com- 
mitment to Israel’s security. 

" I want you to know that Ame- 
rica’s policy towards Israel has not 
changed." he said. "Our com- 
mitments wQl be kept." 

"Israel remains .America's fri- 
end and ally. However, I believe it 
is in the interest of both our cou- 
ntries for the United States to 
enhance its influence with other 
states in the region," the president 
added. 

Even before the White House 
released Mr. Reagan's letter. Mr. 
Weinberger said there were no 
pending arms requests from Jor- 
dan and that, if such requests were 
made, the administration would 
make its decision only after "car- 
eful consideration... including 
consideration of Israel's interest." 

In a television interview, he rec- 
alled the administration’s pledge 
to maintain Israel* s strategic sup- 
eriority. But the Israeli margin 
now, be said, was great and a sale 
of U.S. air defence missiles or 
F-1 6 jets to Jordan would not jeo- 
pardise it. 


A senior official travelling with 
Mr. Weinberger in the Middle 
East last week said the defence 
secretary would view sym- 
pathetically a request from Jordan 
to buy these weapons and would 
present the case for them in adm- 
inistration counsels. 

The official said Jordan had 
agreed to buy Soviet mobile air 
defence missiles after Congress 
barred the sale of similar U.S. 
weapons, but he said it was still 
possible Jordan would decide to 
buy the American I -Hawk mis- 
siles if Congress agreed. 

Mr. Reagan sent his letter in 
response to Mr. Begin's sharp cri- 
ticism of these statements and 
others by officials in Mr. Wei- 
nberger s party that the adm- 
inistration was seeking more Arab 
friends and taking a tougher line 
towards Israel. 

Mr. Reagan said: "I am det- 
ermined to see that Israel's qua- 
litative technological edge is mai- 
ntained..." 

White House spokesman David 
Gergen said the phrase "qua- 
litative technological edge" meant 
Israel’s military superiority. 

The president also assured Mr. 
Begin that "Israel remains Ame- 
rica's friend and ally" and added: 
" However. I believe it is in the 
interest of both our countries for 
the United States to enhance its 
influence with other states in the 
region." 

Mr. Reagan blamed " incorrect 
and exaggerated" press reports 
for triggering the furore in the Isr- 
. aeli cabinet and the Knesset (par- 
liament). 

Mr. Gergen was reminded by 
reporters during a press briefing 
on the president's letter that the 
statements which offended Israel 
had been attributed to a senior 
Pentagon official or officials in 
several news reports from the 


Middle East. 

Asked why the president now 
was blaming ihe press. Mr. Ger- 
gen did not respond directly but 
referred to "statements which 
somebody made or may not have 
made on an airplane" whUc Mr. 
Weinberger and his aides were 
travelling in the Middle East. 

"If anyone says we arc red- 
irecting our policy (away from Isr- 
ael). that is incorrect." he said. 

Mr. Gergen also said Pentagon 
Spokesman Henry Catto told him 
today no one in the Weinberger 
party remembered using the word 
"redirect" and there was no int- 
ention of convey ing the idea that a 
change was being made. 

The senior official w ho briefed 
reporters on Mr. Weinbergers 
plane, however, said recent U.S. 
actions such as suspending the 
U.S.- Israeli strategic cooperation 
agreement in response to Israel's 
annexation of the Golan Heights 
"indicate a change of policy." 

Mr. Weinberger, moreover, 
spoke repeatedly of a need for 
many U.S. friends in the region, 
not just Israel. 

In his interview on NBC Tel- 
evision Tuesday. Mr. Weinberger 
said the Israeli reaction was pre- 
mature since no Jordanian request 
for arms had been received. 

But he said Jordan did need 
mobile air defence missHcs. which 
he said were dearly defensive 
weapons. 

He added, however, that any 
decision on a possible U.S. sale 
was "a long way down the road". 

Mr. Weinberger also denied 
carry ing on "some kind of a blood 
feud" with Secretary of State Ale- 
xander Haig, who some officials 
said was irked that the defence 
secretary appeared to be trying to 
influence foreign policy for- 
mulation. 


U.S. senator warns administration 


not to propose arms sales to Jordan 


WASHINGTON (A.P.) — Sen- 
ator Larry Pressler. Republican- 
South Carolina, said Tuesday he is 
drafting a resolution to disapprove 
any sale of F-1 6 jet fighters and 
mobile missile launchers to Jordan 
and will ask President Ronald 
Reagan not to make such a pro- 
posal. 

Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger said on bis recent trip 
to Jordan that he had discussed 
the possible sale of Hawk missiles 


and F-I6 planes with King Hus- 
sein but made no commitments. 

“The F-I6 and mobile missile 
launchers are not defensive sys- 
tems." Sen. Pressler said. "The 
F-1 6 is our most sophisticated fig- 
hter aircraft, and it would ser- 
iously destabilise the Middle East 
situation to introduce such a sys- 
tem into an already tense region." 

The Israeli parliament has ado- 
pted a resolution condemning any 


such arms sale. 

The sale, if undertaken by the 
administration, would be subject 
to veto by both houses of Con- 
gress. Sen. Pressler said he would 
inform Mr. Reagan (hat he is dra--: 
fling the veto resolution. 

He said he would write the pre- 
sident urging that he no* formally 
propose the sale and would ask 
other senators to join him in opp- 
osing the sale. 


Egyptian president starts Oman visit 


MUSCAT, Oman (AJ.) — Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak 
arrived Tuesday for talks with Sul- 
tan Qaboos Ibn Sa‘ id of Oman on 
mending Egypt’s Arab fences and 
the security perspectives in the 
Middle East and Gulf areas. 

Mr. Mubarak, accompanied by 
Foreign Minister Kama! Hassan 
Ali, was given a red carpet wel- 
come at the airport by Sultan 
Qaboos. members of the royal 
family and lop Omani officials. 

Radio Oman described the 
two-day trip as "an historic and 
important visit” and said it was 
aimed at "closing Arab ranks aga- 
inst aggression.” 

Mr. Mubarak, a former com- 
mander of the Egyptian airforce, 
is well-known and Uked here. He 
visited Oman several times as vice 
president to the late Anwar Sadat. 

In neighbouring Saudi Arabia, 
newspaper accounts of the trip 
characterised it as primarily “str- 


ategic" in nature and said it win 
centre on "security in the (Gulf 
and Red Sea) area" 

Oman Radio said Mr. Mubarak 
landed at Sultan Qaboos’ private 
airport, the Sultani (royal) Air- 
port, and that crowds of cheering 
Omanis lined the route to Ai 
Alam (flag) Palace, where Mr. 
Mubarak wiD be staying. 

Egyptian Prime Minister Fuad 
Mohieddin said in Cairo before 
Mr. Mubarak’s departure that' 
“Egypt expects positive results 
from this visit and a common vis- 
ion of the future concerning the 
Middle East confliet and the pro- 
blems of the Gulf," 

Oman, Sudan and Somalia are 
tbe only Arab League members 
who have abstained from an Arab 
League boycott of Egypt fol- 
lowing the Camp David accords. 

Oman is known to be favouring 
an end to that boycott as the April 


25 deadline for Israel* s wit- 
hdrawal from Egypt’s Sinai app- 
roaches. 

Oman, at an emergency mee- 
ting of Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) foreign ministers 10 days 
ago. was said to have advocated 
resumption of GCC relations with 
Egypt. 

The other GCC states— Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait, United Arab 
Emirates. Qatar and Bahrain— are 
known to believe however that 
.this must be undertaken through 
the Arab League itself. 

Egyptian. press reports said Mr." 
Mubarak may meet with a high- 
level Saudi personality during his 
Oman stay. 

The aura given by Egyptian and 
Omani media to the visit appears 
designed to give the impression 
that a major announcement may 
result from Mr. Mubarak's talks 
wtih Sultan Qaboos. 


RDF rules out Soviet action in Gulf for now 


WASHINGTON (A.P.) — Ll- 
Gen.. Robert Kingston, com- 
mander of the U.S. Rapid Dep- 
loyment Force (RDF), said Tue- 
sday any threat of direct Soviet 
military action in the Mideast's 
Gulf area has diminished for at 
least the time being because the 
Soviets are “tied down" in Afg- 
hanistan and Poland. 

“A Soviet invasion is least likely 
to occur at this time.” Gen. Kin- 
gston told a group of newsmen. 

At another point. Gen. Kin- 
gston said, “I feel strongly the Sov- 
iets do not want a direct military 


.confrontation with the United Sta- 
tes at this time in southwest Asia 
or anywhere else.” 

The main purpose of Gen. Kin- 
gston’s force, now being dev- 
eloped, is to project major U.S. 
military power into the southwest 
Asian area and partsofthe Middle 
East to prevent any Soviet thrust 
at oft-producing countries. 

There have been reports that 
Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger has told tbe RDF staff to 
widen its planning for possible act-

Morocco, 

Saudi Arabia 
to sign pact 

MANAMA. Bahrain (A.P.) — 
Morocco will sign an internal sec- 
urity cooperation agreement with 
Saudi Arabia, according to the 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA). 

SPA. in a report distributed 
here Tuesday, said Moroccan Int- 
erior Minister Idris A] Basri will 
sign the pact with his Saudi cou- 
nterpart. Prince Naif Ibn Abdul 
Aziz, during an official visit which 
starts Thursday. 

The agency also said Mr. AJ 
Basri will participate at an eme- 
rgency meeting of Arab interior 
ministers, which will begin in Riy- 
adh, Saudi Arabia, next Monday. 

The report was obviously ref- 
erring to the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) interior ministers 
meeting, scheduled for next Tue- 
sday in Riyadh. There has been no 
previous word on an emergency 
Arab interior ministers meeting. 

The GCC comprises Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait, United Arab 
Emirates. Bahrain, Qatar and 
Oman. 

The interior ministers of the six' 
states are due to discuss joint sec- 
urity measures against external 
threats, particularly Iranian thr- 
eats of exporting Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah Khomeini's “Islamic rev- 
olution" to neighbouring states. 

The Saudi-Moroccan pacT is 
expected to cover such fields as 
exchange of information, training 
and expertise. 


Israel seizes 
Arab lands 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Israeli 
occupation authorities have seized 
thousands of dunums in Nablus, 
and are preparing to construct a 
new settlement north of the occ- 
upied city of Jericho, according to 
the Jerusalem-based Arabic daily 
Al Quds. It reported that weft over 
300 persons from Nablus. Bourin 
and Kafr Qalil have received not- 
ices from the military government 
informing them of the decision to 
seize their lands in the mounts of 
Jazzim and Al Daqqaq. The Isr- 
aeli authorities also decided to 
seize 250 dunums in Qanarah and 
1 ,000 dunums of Tul Kami area, 
the paper added.

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Farming research 
panel starts meeting

AMMAN — At the invitation of 
irs Jordanian chairman. Dean of 
the Faculty of Science at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan Subhi A1 Qasem, 
the programme com mi nee of the 
Centre for International Services 
for Strengthening National Agr- 
icultural Research (ISNAR) will 
bold its three-dav annual meeting 
starting Thursday at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan. 

ISNAR is supported by the 
World Bank, the U.N. Dev- 
elopment Programme and Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
(UNDP" and FAOl. and a con- 
sortium of donors from 20 cou- 
ntries including the United States, 
Canada. Australia, the Common 
Market. Saudia Arabia, the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) and Mexico. 

The countries sending rep- 
resentatives to Thursday’s mee- 
ting include seven of the 14 mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of the 
centre. Besides Jordan, the par- 
ticipants represent Canada, the 
United Stales. Kenya, the Phi- 
lippines. Holland and West Ger- 
many. There will also be an FAO 
representative, who will be att- 


ending as an observer. Dr. Qasem 
told the Jordan Times that each 
country's representative had been 
elected on his own personal merit 
and scientific standing. 

The dean said that he personally 
suggested to the programme 
committee that it meet in Jordan 
this year instead of at the Hague 
— the site of its headquarters and 
usual meeting place. “Since r- 
hey're serving developing cou- 
ntries they might as well meet in 
one." he said. 

The meeting will discuss 
ISNAR' s strategy and its annual 
work plan and budget. The com- 
mittee will also review in detail the 
geographical distribution of the 
centre's aid and decide on the 
countries that are to receive aid 
this year.

French firm to do initial study 

Concrete plant plans solidify.

AMMAN — A French consulting 
firm is to perform a prefeasibility 
study on the establishment of a 
Jordanian precast concrete ind- 
ustry, according to an official at 
the Social Security Corporation 

(SSC). 

SSC Investment Department 
Director Ghassan Musallam told 
the Jordan Times the firm, Sog- 
elerg, “might" finish the study 
within six months, and that ten- 
ders for the construction of the 
plant would be invited by the end 
of 1982. 

The formation of the precast 
concrete company was announced 
on Feb. 7 by SSC Director Gen- 
eral Farhi ‘ Ubeid. The SSC is the 
largest shareholder in the com- 
pany, with almost eight per cent of 
its JD 4 million capital. Various 
private and public institutions also 
bold shares of the equity, half of 
which is to be let out for public 
subscription soon. 

The shareholders now include 
the Pension Fund, the Housing 
Bank, the Industrial Development 
Bank, the Post Office Savings 
Fund, the Ministry of Education 
Housing Fund, the Yarmouk Uni- 
versity and University of Jordan 
savings funds, and 37 other pri- 
vate institutions. 

The firm’s registration at the 


Ministry of Industry and Trade is 
now being processed, Dr. Mus- 
allam said. When this is completed 
a director general will be app- 
ointed and shares offered for sale. 

Dr. Musallam said there was no 
indication yet of the size of the 
plant that would be set up, its cap- 
acity or location. Such matters 
would be under study by the 
French firm, he said. 

As to materials, he said the 
company would use native mat- 
.eriais, in so far as possible, for the 
production of precast concrete. 
Such items as steel reinforcing 
bare would, to a certain extent, 
have to be imported. 

The SSC, which is becoming 
one of Jordan's biggest investment 
institutions, emphasises housing 
and other social projects in its inv- 
estment programme. Acc- 
ordingly. it has been the SSC that 
has promoted the idea of a precast 
concrete company all along. 

The idea of the company’s for- 
mation is to help reduce the cost of 
construction work and materials, 
and help solve financial and adm- 
inistrative problems, in carryin g 
out construction projects under 
the new five-year development 
plan (1981-1985 ). 

The plan indicates expenditure 
of about JD 750 million on con- 
struction. Of this, JD 300 million 
is for housing and JD 150 million 
for schools and other government 
buildings. The plan is, however. 


only indicative, and expenditure 
could greatly exceed these figures. 

At JD 4 million. Dr. Musallam 
allowed, the new company could 
be overcapitalised. But the large 
equity wUi__make possible the 


near-total financing of the pfetf * 
construction without borrowing. 
If in need of any-financing, pj-_ 
Musallam said,, .the company 
would probably do all 'its bor- 
rowing' locally. - -

The del- ' 
egation met with university officials and discussed prospects of 
cooperation between the two countries in educational and cul- 
tural affairs. Its members heard a‘ briefing on the establishment 
and development of the university, and saw a documentary film 
on it. They also visited the' workshops of the engineering faculty. 

Labour aide gets university post

Humanitarian forum set up 
as. meeting place for youth

AMMAN — A humanitarian, 
forum for the youth of Jordan was 
set up Tuesday during a' two-hour 
meeting at the University of Jor- 
dan. 

The forum, which was org- 
. anised under the patronage of His 
.Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan. wQl help Jordanian youth 
look into and solve their pro- 
blems, and those of young people 
-elsewhere in the world. Its main 
aim. however, will be to bring Jor- 
danian youth together, and form; 
a a ‘’nucleus” for youth activities in 
'the country. . 

During Tuesday s meeting. Pri- 
nce Hassan pointed out that the 
forum will also help bridge the gap 
between the young' and gov- 
ernmental as well as political ins- 
titutions in the country. The 
forum's founding committee was 
appointed, and recommendations ■ 
proposed at the forum's inaugural 
meeting last December were app- 
roved as its byelaws and basis of 
action. 

The recommendations dealt 
with such issues as the Jordanian's 
sense, of belonging, his sense of 
communal spirit and his asp- 
irations for the future. They also 
dealt with world issues like hunger 
and poverty, inflation and une- 
' mployment, and the effect of mat- 
erialism on a human’s sense of 
loyalty to his nation. 

During Tuesday’s meeting, a 
temporary steering committee 
was also set up to investigate legal 
procedures and to formulate a 
plan of action in a month's time. 
Hie University of Jordan was cho- 
sen as the foTum’s headquarters 
for the time being. It was also dec- 
ided that the forum would be reg- 
istered as a youth organisation at 
the Ministry of Culture and 
Youth. • 

According to Dr. Muhieddin 
Touq, a member of the steering 
committee, the forum will be an 
all-youth organisation comprising 
Jordanian young people, male or 
female, from all walks of life, pro- 
vided they are willing to work. On 
the other hand, the forum will 
have no political affiliation, and 
will be free from other strings. 

“Wljal we mainly need to est- 
ablish is a free-thought basis for 
our Jordanian intellectuals to vis- 
ualise how to steer the young tow- 


ards the best possible future,” he 
told the Jordan Times. 

The humanitarian forum is a 
global movement which aims at 
exploiting the creativity and res- 
ourcefulness of human beings to 
create a better livable future, he 
said. 

For the young, the forum seems 
‘‘a golden opportunity” to voice 
their opinions and communicate 


wholeheartedly. Says Miss Maha 
Fahoum, “1 hope it will not bec- 
ome the archetype organisation, 
since many of our young men and 
women would like to exchange 
thoughts freely.” 

Mrs. Hala Hourani added : “ We 
want it to be alive with the feelings 
and aspirations of the young. And 
with such a beginning, the future

British trade minister

AMMAN (J.T.) — A ceremony 
will take place in Aqaba on Thu- 
rsday under the patronage of His 
Majesty King Hussein, to cel- 
ebrate the arrival of the cargo ship 

Mu* la. The ship wfll be the n ucle us 

of the commercial fleet of the Jor- 
dan National Shipping Lines 
Company (JNL), JNL Chairman 
Ali Khasawneh said Tuesday. 

Mr. Khasawneh said .the com- 
pany, with the support of- King 
Hussein, is seeking to establish a 
national maritime fleet and dev- 
elop it to enable Jordan effectively 
to participate in international mar- 
itime activity. The fleet will pro- 
vide the opportunity for Jordanian 
youth to develop their skills in 
maritime technology, he added. 

JNL is seriously working to 
develop shipping between Jordan 
and other countries, in order to 
increase both exports and imports. 
Mr. Khasawneh said. He assened 
the significance of owning nat- 
ional maritime lines, particularly 
under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances. Sometimes, he said, a 
country “cannot, for political rea- 
sons. transport its goods unless it 
has national lines. 

"The time might come when a 
country could go to war or mat- 
erials of strategic nature could be 
prevented from being transported 
to it. unless they are transported 
by the country's own national 
lines.” he said. 

He added that the company is 
aware of this need, and this has 
been the main motive for its work 
in building a national shipping line 
to fulfil the country's import and 
export needs. The volume of Jor- 
dan's exports and imports by sea 
totals 5 million tonnes a year, 
which “needs at least 50 ships a 
year to transport them, be said. 

Exports of potash and pro- 
cessed phosphate fertilisers will 
siart soon, and are expected to 
reach 7 million tonnes a year, he 
said. From this, he concluded that 
the traffic at Aqaba Pott would 
need “no less than 120 ships” a 
year. 

“These ships, if bought new, 
would cost some SI. 800 million, 
and this means that the company 
has a great future ahead of it. if it 
can own these ships." he said. 

Mr. Khasawneh said the ship 
Mu'ta had arrived in Aqaba Port 
recently carrying its first shipment 
of Jordanian goods from Eur- 
opean ports. It is the first ship fly- 
ing the Jordanian flag, and the first 
national ship owned by the JD 7 
million JNL, in which the Jor- 
danian government is par- 
ticipating by more than two-thirds 
of its capital. 

‘JNL purchased the ship from 
the United Arab Maritime Com- 
pany, a firm owned by a group of 


Arabian Gulf states. The 14,000- 
tonne ship is 1 55 metres long and 
21 metres wide. It has a cruising 
speed of 15.5 knots and con- 
sumes 26 tonnes of fuel daily. 

Mr. Khasawneh explained that 

the ship which is of the best and 
most efficient design, has 1 4 cra- 
nes. It can save !0 days in every 
vovage as a result of its efficiency 
in loading and unloading, he said. 
It can make seven voyages a year 
between European ports and Jor- 
dan. and can transport some 
1 00.000 tonnes a year. Its return 
trip between Jordan and Eur- 
opean pons takes some 52 days. 

JNL'will soon lake delivery of 
another ship, the Badr. which is 
currently in Europe loading goods 
and will leave for Aqaba in three 


weeks. Mr. Khasawneh explained 
that the ships are multi-purpose 
vessels, being able to carry various 
. types of commodities such as tim- 
ber. rice, sugar, wheat, sieel. par- 
cels and containers, 

JNL was established in 1976 
with a capital of JD 2 million, 
which and was later raised to J D 7 
million. Shareholders in the com- 
pany include the Jordanian gov- 
ernment. the Pension Fund the 
Social Security Corporation, the 
Post Office Savings Fund, the 
Ports Corporation and the pho- 
sphates, potash and fertiliser 
companies. These organisations 
own 65 per cent of JNL's capital, 
while the private sector par- 
ticipates by 35 per cent.

WE DON'T THINK we’ve seen as funny a show in 
the past, oh, 2.000 years, as we are witnessing today 
between the United States and Israel over an alleged 
shift in .American Mideast policy. The issue that has 
got Israel fired up and frothing is, not unusually for 
Israel, an imaginary one -- the supposed American 
willingness to sell advanced Hawk missiles and F-16 
fighters to Jordan. Never mind that Jordan has not 
asked for these weapons. In the logic of American- 
Israeli minds, reality does not intrude on one’s fan- 
tasies. 

The Israelis have always acted on the basis that 
they must be the strongest military power between the 
Rhine and the Yangtze Rivers. Indeed, only a few 
weeks ago. Israeli Defence Minister Ariel Sharon told 
■a lecture audience that Israel's security concerns inc- 
lude territories as far away as Pakistan and Turkey. So 
it is not surprising that the Begin government is frantic 
about possible defence developments in Jordan. 

The real question that must be dealt with by the 
.Americans and the Israelis is that of Israel's long-term 
prospects in the Middle East. It cannot go on forever 
existing as a militaristic jamboree full of American 
weaponry and propped up by a strange combination 
of American financial aid and diplomatic sub- 
servience. The concept of perpetual strategic sup- 
eriority for Israel -- the very concept that the Ame- 
rican government is committed to by force of the 
statements of its president — is the guarantor of per- 
petual conflict in the area. We look forward to the day 
when the Americans might use their power to bring 
justice and a sense of egalitarian humanism to the 
area, by helping to resolve the Palestine issue in a fan- 
manner. Is this what the Israelis fear, and why they 
shout so rabidly this week?

U.S. contradicts itself 


AL RA'I: During a closed session of the National Consultative 
Council on Monday. Prime Minister Mudar Badran explained the 
reasons behind the noise being made by Israel on the issue of 
Jordan's getting advanced U.S. arms. 

Israel has onec again raised the question of Israeli-U.S. rel- 
ations inorderto put pressure on Washington. The Israeli Knesset 
has called on U.S. President Reagan and on the U.S. Congress to 
abandon this arms deal. 

Some observ ers in Washington are saying that Israel has caused 
a rift inside the U.S. administration between Secretary of Stare 
Alexander Haig and Secretary of Defence Caspar Weinberger. 

Thus Washington is faced with the very delicate choice of either 
proceeding with the arms deal or retracting it. It is very clear that 
the decision of the U.S. administration wQl be very important 
because it will show whether Israeli pressure on the United States 
will continue to be effective or not. 

The United States decision will also have its important results 
on the possibility or the impossibility of a balanced U.S.-Arab' 
relations. 

• Jordan believes that real peace cannot be based on Israel's 
understanding that peace means submission. It also believes that 
the region has suffered a great deal because of Israeli int- 
' ransigencc and military supremacy. 

No matter what the results of the Israeli clamour will be, Jordan 
will continue to exercise its free will in remaining committed to its 
pan-Arab duties and responsibilities. 


Who rules America? 


AL Dt'STOLR: It is only natural for Jordan to give great interest 
to and look seriously into the fierce Israeli campaign waged aga- 
inst it because this campaign is not confined to IsraeF s opposition 
to Jordan s getting sophisticated weapons but will also include 
Israel's attempt to impose its hegemony on the region under the 
pretext of safeguarding its security by maintaining military sup- 
remacy.

Control of electricity networks 


The complexity of the ele- 
ctricity networks installed m 
some countries precipitated 
many problems regarding 
their efficient operation and 
control. The latest inn- 
ovation in this respect con- 
sists of controlling the net- 
works via satellites. Some 
electricity companies in the 
North American continent 
are malting an effort to imp- 
lement a project involving 
the utilisation of a satellite to 
organise the distribution of 
electricity in vast and 
widely-located regions. 

The satellite will be cap- 
able of switching on/off ele- 
ctrical water heaters in hou- 
ses and factories, operating 
the equipment in the dis- 
tribution stations, and mon- 
itoring electricity metres. 
Should the finanrial support 
be available, the project 


would be implemented wit- 
hin a period of five years, 
and would enhance the eff- 
iciency of supervising the 
network and cnntr nlHng it at 
relatively eco nomical costs.

The expenses incurred by 
launching the satellite are SO 
' high that they cannot be 
borne by any single com- 
pany; hence the need for 
multi-company col- 
laboration in such an ent- 
erprise. The cost of the 
earth-station antennas and 
of the receivers installed in 
the houses, offices, fac- 
tories, and sub-stations can 
be easily tolerated by the 
concerned parties. The tec- 
hnology required in this 
undertaking is available; in 
fact, experiments have been 
carried out on the use of data 
for satellite control and have 


The control via the sat- 
ellite has some advantages 
over the conventional 
means, where the control 
signals are transmitted on 
the ground electricity car- 
rier lines, and are subjected 
to failure whenever a fault 
develops with the electrical 
current. Furthermore, the 
satellite approach is more 
economical than the use of 
telephone lines which are 
susceptible to many haz- 
ards. The control via ground 
telecommunication f a ci l iti e s 
is nim very elaborate due to 
the need for an extensive 
network capable of pro- 
viding a wide and com- 
prehensive coverage. In 
addition to the control of 
electricity distribution, the 
satellite can be used for 


The satellite is expected to 
control directly tire ele- 
ctricity loads for every con- 
sumption location from a 
central site. The equipment 
it is expected to operate and 
monitor includes electrical 
heaters, air-conditioning 
units, irrigation water 
pumps, and pre- 
programmed industrial 
loads. The system will be 
capable of switching off or 
isolating parts of the dis- 
tribution networks, and of 
delaying their electricity 
consumption till the off- 
peak period, in order to sch- 
edule appropriately - and 
economically the use of the 
. energy available at different 
times of the day. It wfll be 
also possible to record the 
readings of the electricity

metres at selected times for 

the w*ke of calculating bills. 
In unprecedented eme- 
rgencies, file system will 
automatically shut-off the 
troubled regions according 
to present priorities, and 
will re-correct them as soon 
as the problem disappears.

Council of Europe frustrated by obscurity

STRASBOURG, France — 
When the Council of Europe is in 
session here the flags go up all 
over town — but the rest of the 
world seems to be looking the 
other way. 

Founded in 1949 ou a wave of 
idealism about European unity 
following the Second World War, 
the continent’s biggest ins- 
titutionalised grouping of states 
has seen better days. 

International attention was lav- 
ished on the Council during the 
Gist few ambitious years, when it 
was seen as an embryonic Eur- 
opean government 

A ministerial or parliamentary 
session in the Council's palatial 
Strasbourg headquarters is still a 
major event in this elegant Rhi- 
neland town, itself now a symbol 
of peace in Europe following its 
chequered Franco -German his- 
tory. 

But the much smaller* 
Brussels-based European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC) — 


whose 10 member governments 
are also in the Council of Europe 
— now steals much of the lim- 
elight its every deliberation sub- 
jected to detailed public scrutiny. 

Officials and parliamentarians 
at the 21 -nation Council voice fru- 
stration at being constantly ups- 
taged by the community, and 
some countries are furious at what 
they see as decreasing respect paid 
to the organisation by EEC states. 

Last year Austrian Foreign 
Minister WflKbaki Pahr was out- 
raged when EEC ministers, loc- 
ked in a lengthy row about budget 
reform, failed to appear at a mee- 
ting of the Council's ministerial 
committee. 

“The feet that EEC foreign min- 
isters abandon the work of the 
Council of Europe to discuss int- 
ernal problems is deeply shocking 
for Council of Europe members 
who are not in the community," he 
said. 

Officials say Austria is not alone 
in this feeling. Switzerland and 
Sweden, both non-EEC Council 
members, regard the organisation 


as an important international 
forum and react angrily to any att- 
empt to belittle it 

National deputies from Council 
states, who meet three times a 
year in the body's parliamentary 
assembly, routinely express dis- 
quiet at the increasing prominence 
of the EEC, which they believe is 
sapping the powers of the Council 
of Europe. 

As its name suggests the Com- 
munity was set up in 1957 pri- 
marily as an economic- body. Dis- 
cussion of defence issues was to 
rest with NATO, founded in 1948, 
and political and cultural coo- 
peration were the Council of Eur- 
ope’s domain 

But now the West European 10 
are beginning to evolve a common 
foreign policy, taking security into 
account, and there are moves to 
extend the Community’s jur- 
isdiction into the cultural field, 
too. 

So the Council has had to nar- 
row its horizons, the officials say. 

Its objectives are still those set 
out in the founding statute: “To 


• achieve a greater unity between its 
members for the purpose of saf- 
eguarding and realising the ideals 
and principles which are their 
common heritage and facilitating 
their economic and social pro- 
gress.” 

It has concentrated on drawing 
up a body of European law, in the 
form of conventions between 
member states. These cover a 
wide range of subjects, from con- 
sumer protection and workers' 
rights to the punishment of mot- 
lOringj -offences^ 

They include' the famous human 
rights convention. Widely reg- 
arded as the Council’s most use fill 
achievement, thus agreement is the 
only directly enforceable part of 
Council legislation and guarantees 
■ such basic human rights as fre- 
edom of thought and expression, 
education and respect of privacy. 

But the somewhat technical 
nature of many of the Councif s 
discussions have caused critics to 
accuse if of triviality.

Uganda: Moral fabric of society torn apart

KAMPALA — “The moral fabric 
of our society has been tom ■ 
apart," said Uganda’s Minister of 
Rehabilitation, Patick Masette 
Kuuya. “The Amin years and the 
war changed mental attitudes, 
made people callous”. 

The harsh diagnosis contrasts 
sharply with the idyllic view from 
the minister’s 19th-floor office: 
sprawled below are the seven hills 
on which Kampala is built, their 
lush green cover speckled with the 
rust-red of shingled roofs and the 
deeper red of bougainvillea in fun 
boom. 

From up there, you cannot see 
the potholed streets, burnt-out 
buildings and poorly-stocked 
shops of the Ugandan capital. But 
you can understand why, before 
the country's nightmare began, 
old Africa considered Kampala 
the most attractive city in East 
Africa. 

Eight years of brutal rule by dic- 
tator Idi Amin, a six-month 
Tanzanian-led war to oust him, 
and subsequent waves of violence 
and lawlessness on a grand scale 
left Uganda in a state of terror 
from which it will take years to 


recover fully.' 

“Take someone who is 16 years 
old now,” said Mr. Masette - 
Kuuya. “He hardly knew any dec- 
ent living. He knew death and he 
knew guns, and we have lots of 
guns in this country.” 

Western diplomats estimate 
that there are as many guns as 
adolt men in this country of 13 
million. Guns are held by common 
criminals, guns are held by the 
security forces who have been 
blamed for much of the post- 
Amin violence, guns are held by 
ordinary Ugandans with ent- 
renched political beliefs. 

In the Northeast of Uganda, the 
belligerent nomads of the barren 
Karamoja area made their living 
for centuries by stealing cattle 
from each other at spear point. In 
■ the chaotic final days of Amin’s 
rule, the Karamajong stormed an 
army barracks and made away 
with 15,000 assault rifles and 
other automatic weapons. 

. Now, cattle rustling in Kar- 
amoja involves automatic weo- 
poos often used in pitched battles 
of such ferocity that the army has 
been told to stay in barracks and 
not get involved. 

But in Mr. Masette Kuuya' s 
analysis, a climate of insecurity is 
only one of the problems the gov- 
ernment of President Milton- 


Obote bas to solve in order to ret- 
urn Uganda to its former pro- 
sperity. Lack of foreign exchange 
and lack of manpower follow do- . 
sely behind. 

According to government fig- 
ures, Uganda has more university 1 
graduates than Kenya and Tan- 
zania — its former partners in the 
now defunct East African Com- 
munity — put together. But many 
of them fled the rule of the gun 
and live abroad. 

“More than half of all our med- 
ical doctors, for example, work in 
Kenya,” said Mr. Masette Kuuya. 
“Those of our professionals who 
left are reluctant to return. They 
don’t want to give up the standard 
of firing they now enjoy.” 

The Asian community, which 
dominated Ugandan industry and 
commerce before Idi Amin exp- 
elled 32,000 Asians in 1972. 
shows equally tittle inclination to 
come back. 

“What happened to them under 
Amin is not something they can. 
forget in 10 years ” the minister 
said. “You can't expect many to 
return from the stable conditions 
of the countries where they set- 
tled, such as Britain and Canada.” 

Many of the trained people who 
stayed on, according to the min- 
ister, are corrupt or 
incompetent — or both. 


Despite a recent increase in sal- 
aries — the mmimtj m was lifted 
from 400 shillings to 1 ,050 (five to 
$13) — civil servants still draw 
incomes of a size that appears to 
invite corruption. 

A permanent secretary, the 
highest-tmtiting civil servant here, 
now makes 7,000 shillings ($82) a 
.month. A bottle of beer costs 
three dollars. 

The dark years of Amin and the 
war turned an estimated 1.5 mil , 
'lion children into orphans and 
about 300,000 wives into widows, 
straining to breaking point the 
extended African family system 
under which those who do make 
money have to look after the 
needy. 

But the picture is not all bleak. 
Western economists say- that the 
government’s economic measures 
of Last year have begun to take 
hold, though Uganda’s recovery is 
certain to be a slow process. 

A recovery package drawn up in 
consultation with advisers from 
the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) last year floated the Uga- 
ndan shilling, sharply raised pro- 
ducer prices for key commodities 
(the price for coffee was qua- 
drupled), and lifted price controls. 

Higher producer prices resulted 
in reduced smuggling but the flow 
of goods and commodities across

“It can be frustrating working 
here ~ a bit like dealing with a 
washing powder that washes grey- 
rather than white,” said one off- 
icial.

Soviet media have been less fri- 
endly lately toward Norway and. 
Sweden. On Monday, the official 
Soviet news agency TASS said 
Norway “is taking new steps tow- 
ard escalating mfiitary pre- 
paration in northern Europe.” 
Referring to a speech by Nor- 
wegian Defense Minister Anders.. 
Sjaastad, TASS said “he favoured 
a further buildup of the NATO- 
potential and expansion- of Nor- 
way’s participation- in measures 
directed at strengthening the 
Bloc’s infrastrruture on its nor- 
thern flank.” 

The Soviet press has been cri- 
tical of Swedish policy ever since 
U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger traveled there last 
year. The grounding of the sub- - 
marine caused indignation . in : 
Sweden, and coarsened mutual 
ties. 

Diplomats believe the sub- 
marine incident angered and per- : 
haps embarrassed Kremlin lea- 
ders, and led to Soviet accusations 
of espionage in December against 
Swedish correspondent Steffen 
Teste of the newspaper Dan gens 
Nyheter. His Moscow assignment 
ended after Soviet diplomats ref- - •• 
used to guarantee tfaar be would 
not be tried as a spy. 

The latest Soviet media blast 
against Sweden came last -week 
when the authoritative . Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper Pra- 
vda warned that growing coo- 
peration between Swedish arms 
manufacturers and the U.S. gov- 
ernment could “shatter trust” in - 
Sweden’s neutralism.- 
“The. existence of rather ext- .. 
ensive ties between Swedish ind- 
ustrialists and the U.S. military 
industrial complex has never been, 
a secret,” Pravda said in a Feb. 1- 
commentary.

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Oteiba predicts swift cuts in oil output

ABU DHABI (Agencies) — The 
current chairman of the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) said Tuesday 
that OPECs 13 member nations 
wfll collectively curtail world 
crude production at an emergency 
OPEC conference soon. 

Dr. Mana Oteiba, who is also 
U.A.E. oil minister, categorically 
rejected any possibility of red- 
ucing the current $34 a barrel 
OPEC price level as a way out of 
what he described as.‘*the present 
crisis in the international pet-, 
role um market.’' “Reducing pro- 
duction is the decisive and sole 
solution” to deteriorating price 
conditions on the already- soft oil 
market, Dr. Oteiba said in an int- 
erview with the U.A.H. new- 
spaper A1 Bay an. 

He warned that the crisis wfll 
“engulf all OPEC members if 
conditions deteriorate further." 

The glut has sent prices turn-, 
bling on the spot non-contract 
marker and several OPEC mem- 
bers, notably Algeria, Kuwait, 
Libya and Iran, have been hard hit 


by a buyer revolt. 

Iran has twice shaved one dollar 
from its contract prices this 
month, according to industry sou- 
rces. London and New York sto- 
ckbroker analysts say that 
Iranian -style unilateral price red- 
uctions, if copied by other hard- 
pressed exporters in OPEC, could 
bring the group’s whole price str- 
ucture crashing down. 

Dr. Oteiba said be was in con- 
stant touch with colleagues on a 
possible emergency OPEC mee- 
ting before tbe next scheduled 
talks in Quito, Ecuador, on May 
20 but added that no agreement 
has been reached on a special ses- 
sion. 

He said “the present cir- 
cumstances in the market have 
reached a stage which has forced 
most OPEC members to produce 
less than their financial req- 
uirements. This applies to states 
like Kuwait, Libya and Iran.” 

“We are dow in an exceptional*' 
situation. This should be dealr 
with swiftly in order to return bal- 
ance to the market and the only 


way is to cut production to absorb 
the surplus even if this action will 
inflict temporary financial loss on 
us.” 

Kuwait Oil Minister Ali Khalifa 
A1 Sabah had a surprise meeting in 
Jeddah Mond ay with Saudi Crown 
Prince Fabd. 

Several broker analysts concur 
that output cuts, chiefly by the 
Saudis, would be OPECs best 

answer to the glut, rather than 
across-the-board price red- 
uctions. 

Carol FeTguson. analyst with 
brokers Wood Mackenzie in Edi- 
nburgh, Scotland, said it could be 
wrong to pay too much attention 
to the spot market where oil is tra- 
ding at discounts of four dollars 

“The spot market is very vol- 
atile.” she said. “The volume tra- 
ded there is quite small. But it is 
telling us that pressure is there to 
balance supply and demand.” 

She said the emergence of a 
more balanced market would 
depend on how soon Saudi output 
fell and how quickly refiners 


ended a run down of surplus 
stocks, adding that OPEC would 
need to exercise considerable 
self-discipline. 

Dr. Oteiba said it would be 
“unwise to try for long-term str- 
ategies (at the projected OPEC 
conference) because we are now 
going through transient conditions 
which will disappear within one or 
two years.” 

He said the most important sin- 
gle contributor to the present oil- 
glut was “the strategic western 
reserve of oil." 

“ Industrial ised nations have? 
begun to draw around 4.5 million 
barrels daily from that reserve, 
constituting a strong pressure fac- 
tor on the market.” Dr. Oteiba 
said. “Politics and economy are 
two inseparable sides of the oil 
coin ” Dr. Oteiba said. 

"But this might sword must be 
used in a manner devoid of emo- 
tionalism and spontaneity — as a 
tool of complementation with the 
world." he said. “If we keep dra- 
wing and re-drawing it, it will ei- 
ther become ineffective or rusty.” 


Thorn: Political strains threaten EEC future 


STRASBOURG, France (R) — 
The European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) must reduce pol- 
itical strains which threaten its 
future and give priority to ind- 
ustrial investment to fight une- 
mployment, EEC Commission 
President Gaston Thorn said Tue- 
sday. 

In a keynote speech to the Eur- 
opean Parliament, Mr. Thom said 
internal trade and financial dis- 
putes were splitting tbe 10-nation 
community and damaging its cap- 
acity for united action in the face 
of international crises. 

He said protracted arguments 
over reform of the EECs budget 
might just be a front disguising 
member governments' waning 
interest m a united Europe. 

Yet the nationsof Europe faced 
irreversible decline if the EEC did 
not become more assertive on the 
world scene, where it faced gro- 
wing trade frictions with Japan 
and the United States as well as 
difficulties with the .Soviet bloc 
over Poland. 

Mr. Thom said present eco- 
nomic policies would not prevent 
a further steady rise in -une- 
mployment which now affects 
more than 10 million people in the 
EEC. 

Mr. Thom said the relentless 
increase in unemployment was 
giving rise to protectionism among 
member states in industries as div- 


erse as wine, steel and poultry. 

These trends threatened the 
EECs status as a single market, an 
asset without which the com- 
munity could not survive. 

Mr. Thom said the community 
should adopt a plan allowing nat- 
ional industrial investment pro- 
grammes to be topped up by EEC 
contributions. 

Such a scheme should aim at 
modernising the community's 
industrial infrastructure, which 
had suffered because EEC inv- 
estment spending^ had lagged for 
years behind that of Japan and the 
United States. 

Investment in energy projects 


was especially important to create 
jobs and ease the strain of an oil 
import bill now accounting for 
four per cent of the community^ 
gross domestic product 
(GDP)— the total goods and ser- 
vices produced. 

Mr. Thorn said the community's 
GDP might rise this year by less 
than the two per cent previously 
predicted. 

Mr. Thom said the community 
could not sit back and wait for 
growth to return of its own accord. 
Unemployment must be a focal 
point of concern to avoid leaving 
jobless young people a legacy of 
submission and humiliation. 


On foreign relations, Mr. Thom 
warned' the parliament that cur- 
rent trade disputes with the Uni- 
ted States over steel and farm 
exports could escalate into som- 
ething much more serious. 

American economic and mon- 
etary policies, producing a high 
budget deficit and high interest 
rates, were imposing enormous 
burdens on the entire Western 
economy. 

Mr. Thom appealed for a com- 
mon EEC front against U.S. mon- 
etary policy as the only hope of 
reducing the negative effect of 
current interest rates on firms' 
investment decisions. 


Japan criticises U.S. monetary policy 


TOKYO (R) — Japan Tuesday 
joined West European critics of 
U.S. economic policies for cre- 
ating problems for American all- 
ies as the Japanese yen sank aga- 
inst the dollar. 

Government sources said that 
Finance Minister Michio Wat- 
anabe expressed growing concern 
at a cabinet meeting about the 
recent .outflow, of Japanese 
money, attracted by high U.S. int- 
erest rates, which are now about 
double Japan's rates. 

And another cabinet minister, 
the director-general of the eco- 
nomic planning agency, Toshio 
Komoto, told a press conference 
that Japan should join with Wes- 


tern Europe and demand that the 
Lfoited States change its economic 
course. 

Common market finance min- 
isters Monday complained that 
U.S. policies were threatening 
their chances for economic rec- 
overy. 

Belgian Prime Minister Wil- 
fried Martens, who is the current 
holder of the European Economic 
Community (EEC) presidency, is 
to express West European anx- 
ieties in meeting with President 
Reagan and other U.S. officials in 
Washington Wednesday, EEC 
officials said. 

Mr. Komoto said the high U.S. 
interest rates meant Japan had to 


maintain its own present rates 
even rhough the agency would like 
to see them lowered to boost the 
Japanese economy. 

“I am disappointed with the 
U.S. monetary policy, which is not 
convincing. Japan, acting jointly 
with West European countries, 
should strongly criticise the Uni- 
ted States for that monetary pol- 
icy." be said. 

He was speaking as the Jap- 
anese yen continued to slide aga- 
inst the dollar. It touched a six- 
month low of 241.60 yen to the 
dollar in foreign exchange trading 
here Tuesday before rising sli- 
ghtly. a sharp decline from around 
231 yen on February 1. 


Canada gives trade higher profile

OTTAWA — Canada, more heavily dep- 
endent on trade than most Western cou- 
ntries, is streamlining its diplomatic 
machinery to help businessmen win 
more contracts. 


In an aggressive drive for exp- 
orts announced by Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau, trade and eco- 
nomic matters will get top priority 
in foreign policy. 

A revamped external affairs 

department will get full res- 
ponsibility for trade for the first 
time, aided by parallel changes in 
internal economic management to 
boost regional economic dev- 
elopment in Canada. 

“The government is reo- 
rganising to launch a major nat- 
ional effort to aggressively pursue 
international export markets for 
resource products, manufactured 
goods, and services that are pro- 
duced in every region of the cou- 
ntry," Mr. Trudeau said. 

He promoted Minister of State 
Ed Lumley, a former businessman 
who heads Canada's official trade 
drive, to full minister's status and 
moved his department from the 


industries ministry into external 
affairs. 

“It's going to streamline the 
decision-making process,” Mr. 
Lumley told Reuters m an int- 
erview. “What we want to do is to 
give a higher profile to trade.” 

Mr. Trudeau cited several rea- 
sons for the new emphasis, inc- 
luding increasing complexity and 
competition in export marketing 
and financing. 

He himself has thrown his pol- 
itical weight behind Canadian 
sales efforts by travelling to cou- 
ntries where Canada has or hopes 
to secure major contracts, such as 
South Korea, Nigeria, Mexico and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Mr. Lumley aims to fit in one 
overseas sales trip a month and 
says he plans to stress Canada's 
interest in capital projects abroad, 
especially in developing countries, 
which will mean more sales of 


Saudis to set up mobile telephone system 

JEDDAH (OPECNA) — Saudi Arabia will set up 4S mobile tel- 
ephone exchanges with a capacity of 1 8.000 lines to link the most 
isolated regions with the major towns of the country. 

The Dutch Philips and the Swedish Ericson electronic companies 
will establish the network under a S 1 85 million contract with the 
Saudi Ministry of Telecommunications. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) — Equities closed lower in moderate trading 
Tuesday, while government bonds were steady, dealers said. At 
1500 the F.T. index was down 4.3 at 559.8. 

The lower trend in equities accelerated following a weak Wall 
Street reopening on interest rate considerations after the long 
holiday weekend, dealers said. Yesterday's December U.K. ind- 
ustrial production data showed the effects of bad weather con- 
ditions and further undermined sentiment, they added. Among 
leaders. ICI was down lOp at 340p. 

Gold held steady, while U.S. and Canadians were bwer. 

Government bonds ended little changed in low volume. Dea- 
lers said the lower New York bonds opening was largely dis- 
counted. adding that the market found some encouragement that 
U.S. bonds did not fall further in view of Friday’s U.S. money 
supply figures and last week's heavy sales of U.S. treasury stock. 

Oils eased by up to 6p is in B.P. at 384p, while banks fell by 3p 
or 4p. Dalgety was unchanged at 337p after touching 340p fol- 
lowing interims. 

Electricals held relatively steady, with falls generally limited to 
2p.-as in Plessey and Racal. 


Canadian capital goods, 

Energy development.- urban 
transport and communications are 
high-technology areas in which 
Canada has expertise and Mr. 
Lumley hopes to help win more 
contracts for Canadian com- 
panies. 

But Canada is working against 
an international image as poor 
relation to the United Slates and a 
simple provider of raw materials 
like wood and wheat, though more 
than 70 per cent of its exports are 
manufactured goods. Mr. Lumley 
says. 

“We want to improve our ris- 
ibility internationally,” he adds. 
"A lot of people who want tec- 
hnology and look to North Ame- 
rica think of the United States and 
don't think of Canada. 

“We have always had a good 
reputation in terms of our foreign 
policy, the whole north-south 
development But a lot of people 
— even our own people -- think 
of us as hewere of wood and dra- 
wers of water.” 

Canada turned in a trade sur- 
plus of 6. 5 billion dollars (S5.4 bil- 
lion) last year, down 1.6.6 per cent 
on the record surplus of 19S0 of 
7.S billion dollars (S6.3 billion). 

Such trade figures would be the 
envy of many countries, but 
Canada needs flourishing int- 
ernational trade to survive. 

Though it is the world's second 
biggest country, it has only 24 mil- 
lion people, one-tenth of the Uni- 
ted States' population, for exa- 
mple. and so has no big domestic 
market. 

With exports representing more 
than 25 per cent of the value of all 


goods and services, compared to 
between 12 and IS per cent for 
other major tradere, Canada is 
one of the world's most trade- 
reliant nations. 

Mr. Lumley says Canada is vul- 
nerable to pressures for pro- 
tectionist policies during the cur- 
rent recession, but “our basic 
thrust is to maintain a liberalised 
trading framework." 

The "radical restructuring" of 
external affairs promised by Mr. 
Trudeau means government bod- 
ies such as Canada's Foreign Aid 
Agency and the Export Dev- 
elopment Corporation, which 
guarantees loans to foreign cou- 
ntries buying Canadian goods, will 
be in the same department for the 
first time. 

Three ministers will run it. ins- 
tead of one. External Affairs Min- 
ister Mark MacGuigan is in cha- 
rge. with Mr. Lumley as super- 

salesman and Pierre Je Bane, 
promoted to the new job of min- 
ister for external relations, han- 
dling cultural and humanitarian 
affairs. 

Mr. dc Bane will also handle 
relations with French-speaking 
African countries, where Canada 
makes a special diplomatic effort 
because of its large Francophone 
population in Quebec. 

The new trade-angled foreign 
policy was underscored when Mr. 
Trudeau reshuffled the country’s 
top civil servants last month. 

For the first lime, j man with a 
trade background, rather than a 
strictly diplomatic career. Gordon 
Osboldcston. was appointed to the 
top external affairs post of under- 
sccrctaiy.

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Taiwan to allow mainland sports visit 


TAIPEI. Taiwan (A.P.) — Tai- 
wan, turning a blind eye to pol- 
itical differences with the- people's 

Republic of China, will formally 
accept China's participation in the 
fifth World Women's Softball 
Championships to be held here in 
July, it was officially announced 

Tuesday. 

Don Porter, Secretary General 
of the International Softball Fed- 
eration. (ISF) said all 46 ISF 
members, including China, will be 
informed within three days of the 
decision to hold the meet in Tai- 
wan. 

Taiwan will not send invitations 
directly to Peking. 

Chinese sports officials already 
have said China would participate 
in the Taiwan tournament. There 
was no immediate response, how- 
ever. to the announcement Tue- 
sday in Taipei. 

A spokesman For the state 
sports federation said he had no 
comment until China was notified 
directly by the ISF. 

Porter made the announcement 
at a news conference at Taipei's 
Grand Hotel after four days of 
discussions with Ho Ming -Chang. 
President of the Chinese-Taipei 
Softball Association, and other 
sports officials here. 

■He said ISF members are req- 
uired to sabmit their responses 
within 15 day's of receiving the inv- 
itations. The Softball cha- 
mpionships will be held in Taiwan 
From July 2-11. 

It would mark the first time ath- 
letes from mainland China would 
compete in a sports event in Tai- 
wan. seat of the rival nationalist 
Chinese government since the 
communist government was est- 
ablished in Peking in 1949. 

Women's teams from Taiwan 
and mainland China met for the 
first time on non-Chinese soil dur- 
ing the Youth World Softball 
Championships in Edmonton, 
Canada, in 1981. The mainland 
squad won 7-4. 


Porter arrived here Saturday in 
the wake of news reports here that 
Taiwan may relinquish its right to 
host the July sports meet to avoid 
"political and peace overtures 
from Peking." Taiwan first off- 
ered to host the fifth cha- 
mpionships in 1979. before 
China's 1981 admittance to the 
ISF. Peking had already indicated 
its desire to participate in the tou- 
rney. 

Porter told reporters the cha- 
mpionship will be held as “sch- 
eduled" in Taipei and that “all 
participating teams will be granted 
necessary visas -entry permits in 
accordance with the normal gov- 
ernment regulations." 

On Monday, Porter inspected 
Taipei's baseball stadium, venue 
of the world tournament, and dec- - 
lared the facilities “excellent." 

In reply to questions. Porter 
acknowledged the question of 
mainland China participation in 
the games was a “sensitive issue,’’ 
adding that it was the focus of his 
talks with sports officials here dur- 
ing the past four days. 

He added that the games should 
be “free of political implication 
and should be a world cha- 
mpionship without any -political 
involvement. All participating 
teams will be given the same tre- 
atment regardless of where they 
come from.” he said. 

“We are only interested in sof- 
tball. We don't want undue (pol- 
itical) pressure on young ath- 
letes." he added. 

Before concluding the news 
conference. Porter and Ho jointly 
signed an agreement that Taiwan 
will formally host the July World 
championships. Michael Lee, Sec- 
retary General of the Chinese- 
Taipei Olympic Committee, was 
on hand to witness the signing cer- 
emony. 

Afterward, Lee said he would* 
be “very disappointed if a mai- 
nland Chinese team ■ does not 
come to Taipei” after alL

Later Tuesday, Porter boarded 
a China Airlines flight to the Uni- 
ted States. 

In a brief interview with the 
Associated Press prior to his dep- 
arture, Porter said be originally 
had planned to visit Hong Kong 
before returning home. He said he 
plans to return to Taiwan in early 
April for further discussions. 

China is a pro at sports dip- 
lomacy, using it effectively to 
promote the opening of Sino-U.S. 
relations when it invited an Ame- 
rican ping pong team to Peking in 
1971 . “ Ping pong diplomacy" was 
underway while official contacts 
still were frozen. 

Before making such a con- 
cession, Taiwan authorities must 
have carefully weighed the plusses 
and minuses and decided they 
would lose respect in the int- 


ernational community if they ref- 
used to accept China, western ana- 
lysts in Peking said. 

Last year China’s Vice Sports 
Minister Rong Gaotang invited 
Taiwanese sportsmen to the mai- 
nland. 

The decision Tuesday was Tai- 
wan's second major concession in 
the field of sports to competing 
with Chinese teams from the mai- 
nland. 

Last March Taiwan agreed to 
change its Olympic committee 
name, flag and emblem in order to 
participate in Olympic Games and’ 
end the long-standing twb-China 
dispute. 

Peking authorities refused to 
enter the Olympics as long as Tai- 
wan insisted on calling itself the 
Republic of China and using the 
old flag and national anthem. 


Tommy ‘ Hurricane’ 
Jackson dies 

NEW YORK (R) — Boxer Tommy “Hurricane’ Jackson, who 
took to shoe shining and taxi driving after being badly-beaten by 
heavyweight thleholder Floyd Patterson, died Monday aged 50, 
hospital officials said. 

Jackson won his ‘Hurricane* nickname because of a free- 
swinging style that saw him lash out in aO directions, never bot- 
hering to duck. 

The late sports columnist Red Smith said he “fights like a swarm 
of gnats, a dood of mosquitoes, a visitation of wasps. He doeai't 
knock people out. He drives them mad.** 

But he failed to drive Floyd Patterson mad. Patterson, making 
his first tide defence on July 29, 1957, beat Jackson so badly over 
10 rounds that the State Athletic Commission barred Jackson from 


Jackson, who never learned to read and could only write his 
name and the phrase “best wishes.*’ died of injuries sustained 
when he was hit by a car last month as he was getting into his taxi. 


Cooney needing medical check 
before his WBC title fight 


NEW YORK (R) — Promoter 
Don King proposed Tuesday that 
a team of doctors examine Gerry 
Cooney to determine the extent of 
an injury that threatens to pos- 
tpone his March 1 5 title fight with 
World Boxing Council (WBC) 
heavyweight champion Larry 
Holmes. 

Holmes and Cooney have been 
guaranteed 10 million dollars each 
for the fight, which stands to be 
the most lucrative in boxing his- 
tory. 

The unbeaten 25-year-old cha- 
llenger is scheduled to undergo 
medical tests on his injured left 
shoulder Wednesday by his per- 


sonal physician. 

A spokesman for Cooney said 
Monday,' however, that the fight 
was -still scheduled to be held in 
Las Vegas on March 15. 

King, who is the co-promoter, 
said he would request that Cooney 
be examined by “an objective spe- 
cial team of doctors to determine 
the extent and nature of any pos- 
sible injury.” 

Cooney, undefeated in 25 pro- 
fessional fights, injured his sho- 
ulder early last month while tra- 
inidg for an exhibition bout aga- 
inst Joe Bugner of Britain. The 
injury was diagnosed as a muscle 
tear and the exhibition cancelled.

Leonard batters Finch, 
stops him in 3 rounds

RENO, Nevada (A.P.) — Sugar 
Ray Leonard battered Bruce 
Finch to the canvas three times 
and stopped him in the third round 
Monday night to retain the und- 
isputed welterweight boxing cha- 
mpionship of the world. 

Leonard completely dominated 
this mountain gambling resort’s 
first title fight in 72 years. The 
bout was billed as “ Reno's got it," 
but Reno had it for less than nine 
minutes as Leonard completely 
outclassed Finch. 

'About midway in the second 
round. Finch pinned Leonard in a 
neutral comer and landed several - 
punches to the head and body 
while missing many others. Sud- 
denly, Leonard pounded three 
savage hooks to the body and a 
crisp right to the jaw that sent 
Finch staggering across the ring. 
Leonard leaped to the attack and 
landed a fusillade of head pun- 
ches, climaxed by a right that dro- 
pped Finch. 

Finch struggled up at the count 
of eight and went down a short 
while later from another flurry to 
the head. Again he struggled up 
and managed to last out the round, 
although he reeled about the ring 
like a drunk. 

Then, in the third round. Finch 
1 seemed to be boxing well when 
Leonard suddenly unleashed a left 
hook that travelled just a few inc- 
hes to the challenger’s jaw. Down 
went Finch on his hands and 
knees. He struggled up at eight, 
wobbled back against the ropes 
and referee Mills Lane signalled 
the fight was over at 1 :50 of the 
round. 

At a prefight press conference, 
Leonard had told Finch. “ I'll give 
you an opportunity to fight for the 
title/ not to win it." Finch never 
had a chance. 

The 27 -year-old Finch is called 
“lightnin," but on this night Leo- 
nard packed all the thunder. 

The two men had met each 


other as amateurs nine years ago, 
with Leonard winning a three- 
round decision. 

*Tm a much better fighter than 
I was when I was an amateur," 
said Fmch. But he is not in Leo- 
nard's class. And with money on 
the line, he couldn't last three fufl 
rounds. 

It was Leonard's first defence of 
the undisputed title since he sto- 
pped Thomas Hearns in the 14th 
round at Las Vegas last Sep- 
tember. The easy victory was bis 

32nd against a single loss to Rob- 
erto Duran, which Leonard ave- 
nged in New Orleans on Nov. 25, 
1980. » 

Leonard, who weighed 66.2 kg, ' 
.45 kg under the class limit bad 
said, “in the first round. Tin going 
straight for him. ” But the cha- 
mpion opened cautiously, circling 
while Finch, 65.9 kg, stalked him. 
Finch seemed to have an edge in 
the round. 

Finch was doing well in the sec- 
ond round as Leonard continued 
to seem tentative. Then. Leonard 
exploded, and Finch didn't have a 
shot. 

Leonard has said he wants to 
defend the title three or four times 
this year, arid his next fight might 
be against Roger Stafford, rated 
No. 3 by the World Boxing Ass- 
ociation (WBA) and No. 4 by the 
World Boxing Council (WBC). 
Finch had been rated third by the 
WBC but was unranked by the 
WBA. Fmch who fights out of Las 
Vegas, lost for the fourth time aga- 
inst 30 wins and one draw in a pro 
career that started in 1973. He 
made 100.000 dollars, which was 
33 times more his previous high 
purse. 

Finch said he turned pro bec- 
ause “ 1 was getting too many black 
eyes, and I wasn’ t getting paid for 
it.” 

Well, he got paid for his shot at 
glory, and be earned every penny 
of it.

“A little learning is a 
dangerous thing,” Alexander 
Pope advised the world. 
South, declarer at four 
hearts on today’s hand, prov- 
ed just how right Pope was'. 

It did not take long for 
North-South to reach a 
reasonable heart game. Once 
North raised hearts. South's 
hand revalued to some 20 
points, so the jump to game 
was a formality. 

West led the jack of 
spades, and most declarers 
would find that the hand pos- 
ed no problem. They would 
force an entry to dummy in 
the club suit to take the 
trump finesse. When that 
succeeded and the suit broke 
evenly, the contract would be 


guaranteed, regardless of 
what transpired in the other 
suits. • • 

However, declarer’s com- 
bined trump holding permits 
a standard safety play to 
maximize the chances of 
holding the losers in the 
trump suit to one trick. It is 
to cash the ace of trumps and, 
if the king does' not fall,, to 
enter dummy and then lead a 
trump toward the queen. 
Since declarer was a well-, 
read ‘fellow, this was the line 
he chose. -After cashing the 
ace of hearts, he led a club 
from hand. West grabbed the 
ace and shifted to a low dia- 
mond. Declarer guessed 
wrong, playing the jack from 
the table. He ended up losing 
three tricks in the minor 
suits in addition to a trump. 

Safety plays are a sensible 
precaution —if yon can afford 
to lose a trickl Declarer bad 
his priorities mixed up: 
before he could try the safety 
play, he needed to know 
whether he could afford to 
lose a trick- in trumps. Beat 
technique is for South to 
tackle diamonds' at trick two. 
If he takes the right position 
in diamonds, or if West hops 
with the ace, declarer can af- 
ford a trump loser and should 
avail himself of the safety 
play since that would greatly 
increase his chances of mak- 
ing the contract. 

If, however, declarer loses 
two diamond tricks in addi- 
tion to the ace of dubs, he 
cannot afford to lose a trick 
in trumps.' The only way to 
bring home the trump suit 
without loss is to hope that 
East holds a doubleton king, 
which can be picked up with a 
finesse. 


Da n ish indoor tennis championship 
removed from Grand Prix circuit 


NEW YORK (A.P.) — The 
5150,000 Danish indoor cha- 
mpionships were removed Tue- 
sday from the Grand Prix circuit 
by the Men's International Pro- 
fessional Tennis Council 
(M3PTC) because of Denmark's 
decision to bar at least three South 
African players. 

It was the first such action ever 
taken by the M3PTC and was sup- 
ported by the Association of Ten- 
nis Professionals (ATP), the pla- 
yers’ union. 

Mark Meyers, the councfl's ass- 
istant administrator, said be dou- 


bted the March 1-7 tournament, 
' the first on this year's Grand Prix 
schedule, would be played. 

“The Grand Prix status was 
cancelled because of the tou- 
rnament’s inability to guarantee 
that the tennis players would be 
selected upon merit rather that 
other considerations, such as pol- 
itics," Meyers said. “We don’t 
want to get away from accepting 
players based on their success in 
tennis tournament. It's the only 
fair way to do it.”

tournament: “We very much sup- 
port the council's decision.”

Denmark's foreign ministry had 
said earlier Tuesday that Foreign 
.Minister Kjeld Olesen was sta- 
nding by his decision to bar Kevin 
Curren, Andrew Pattisou, Dave 
Mitton and possibly others. 

This reversed earlier indications 
that Olesen was softening his sta- 
nce. 'Tournament organiser Palle 
Christiansen had met with the 
minister Monday night to try to 
convince him that the three pla- 
yers named would represent the- 
mselves and not South Africa, 
where they were bom. 

Christiansen said he had met 
with Olesen in an “Open, positive 


atmosphere" and told him the 
three South Africans currently 
were living m the United States 
and were married there. 

He reportedly told the minister 
that the three possessed “green 
cards,? documents showing U.S. 
resident-alien status, which can 
indicate the holder intends to seek 
U.S. citizenship. 

Olesen said the players’ United 
States residency did not affect 
their South African citizenship so 
Denmark would uphold a policy 
from 1980 to refuse entry visas to 
all South Africans seeking to enter 
sports events, whether they are 
playing as individuals or on a nat- 
ional team. 

Meyers said he believed the 
councfl’s decision to revoke the 
tournament's sanction will force 
its cancellation ‘‘because it’s no 
longer going to be part of the 
Grand Prix.

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Queen Elizabeth II: Youth

LONDON — After 30 years as reigning monarch in 
Britain and symbolic head of an expanding Com- 
monwealth, Queen Elizabeth H has no thonghts of 
abdicating in favour of her eldest son, Prince Cha- 
ties. 


“British nxmarchs don’t ret- 
ire.” insisted a Buckingham pal- ’ 

ace official 

Nevertheless court officials 
expect the queen, now 55, to take 
more of a back seat in royal affairs 
and groom her heir for the ta sk of 
being the monarch. 

Though Queen Elizabeth is still 
vigorous and enjoys good health, 
one senior palace official said: 
"She won’t go on whizzing around 
the globe indefinitely. Prince Cha- 
rles will take on a more important 
role but not, as I see h, the thr- 
one.” 

Prince Charles, 32, stole the 
royal limelight last year when he 
married Lady Diana Spencer, a 
shy, blue-eyed nursery school tea- 
cher with an aristocratic bac- 
kground. 

Since then, it is the captivating 
"LadyDi" — officially called the 
Princess of Wales —who has bec- 
ome the centre of attention. Lady 
Di, who is expecting her first baby 
in June, has praised the queen as 
“one of the best mothers-in-law a 
girl could have.” 

The queen herself has grown 
immeasurably in stature in the 
three decades since she asc ended 


the throne on Feb. 6, 1952, and 
today she commands greater adm- 
iration and respect from the Bri- 
tish public than ever before. 

The mass -circulation daily. The 
Sun, summing up the feelings of 
many Britons who want her to stay 
on as reigning monarch, pro- 
claimed: "Come rain or shine, you 
know she will never let the people 
down.” 

The London Times says what 
has changed most in the’ last 30 
years is that initial reverence for 
the queen has developed into deep 
affection. 

,. But her style has also changed, 
along with her growing self- 
assurance. From a desire to bring 
the monarchy closer to the people, 
she threw security considerations 
to the wind and pioneered the 
royal “walkabout” in New Zea- 
land in 1970. 

Now the "walkabouts” are rou- 
tine as she plunges confidently 
into crowds to chat with well- 
wishers. 

Royalty watchers agree she has 
become much more relaxed, and 
easy-going in the last few years. 

“She possesses a complete nat- 
uralness that seems to have enc-

bough the British empire has 
shrunk, the Commonwealth has 
grown to 46 nations with more 
than a biliion people. 

While less than a third of these 
countries recognise her as their 
sovereign, most agree that the 
queen — and the E nglish lan- 
guage — are the threads that bind 
the Commonwealth together. 

The queen has seen eight Bri- 
tish prime ministers in office dur- 
ing her reign, starting with Win- 
ston ChuxchilL 

She has even been known to 
catch them out if they haven't 
done their homework before they 
go to brief heron state affairs. The 
London Times tells how she cau- 
ght out Labour Party leader Har- 
old Wilson over plans for a new 
town. 

One of her favouites was the last 
labour prime minister. James Cal- 
laghan. according to The Times. It 
said they would often emerge 
from the weekly audience giggling 
like children. 

Her relations with Conservative 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher appear to be more bus- 
inesslike. “Mrs. Thatcher is very 
correct.” said one palace source! 

The queen avoids attending too 
many public functions. leaving 
most to her husband. Prince Phi- 
lip. who has made headlines on 
occasions for provocative off- 
the-cuff remarks and brushes with 
the press. 

In private life, the queen plays 
the role of a wealthy country lan- 
downer. Indeed she is probably 
the richest woman in Britain. 


She is one of the nation's most 
successful racehorse breeders and 
a world authority on bloodstock. 
She also indulges a fondness for 
Corgi dogs, and the royal Corgis 
have become as much a symbol of 
royalty as the crown itself. 

The queen has borne her share 
of personal tragedy with dignity. 

In 1978therewasthe divorced 
her sister Princess Margaret from 
Lord Snowdon. Then, in 1979 her 
husband's favourite uncle. Lord 
Louis Mountbatien. was ass- 
assinated by Irish guerrillas fig- 
hting to drive the British out of 
Northern Ireland. 

In spite of an ever-present risk 
from the outlawed Irish Rep- 
ublican Army (IRA), the queen 
does not like to be oxer-protected 
and still insists on riding in open 
carriages to public occasions or 
going on “walkabouts.” 

“The queen takes the view that 
if she fulfils a public engagement 
she must see and be seen by the 
public.” explained one palace off- 
icial. 

Last year she was riding on hor- 
seback in the traditional trooping 
the colour ceremony when a youth 
in the crowd fired a pistol at her. 
She rode on unflustered, not 
aware that the shots were blanks, 
as police pounced on the youth. 

She recalled on her silver jub- 
ilee in 1977 that she had at 21 
pledged her life to the service of 
her people, and remarked: ”1 do 
not regret or retract one word of 
it.” 

No doubt she would still say the 
same today.

German trains to go faster 


BONN (DaD) — Deutsche Bun- 
desbank, the German Federal Rai- 
lways, are banking on speed. By 
1985 a section of the permanent 
way wiU be completed near Emden 
in the northwest where exp- 
erimental trains will travel at up to 
350k ph (2l8mph), or an average of 
250kph (156mph). 

The railways are hoping to win 
back, passengers who prefer to use 
a car because driving saves time, 
but speed is not the only con- 
sideration. Energy saving is also 
given priority, and critics who are 
worried about the environmental 
hazards of high-speed rail are told 
that new sections of track will take 


up much less space than either a 
six-lane autobahn or a shipping 
canal. 

Whether modernisation plans 
will help the Bundesbahn to cut 
back its deficit is another matter. It 
employs 300,000-odd people but 
costs the taxpayer DM14 billion 
year in subsidies, although most of 
the deficit is a result of maintaining 
uneconomic routes by order. 

The railways have worked hard 
to hold their own. cutting staff and 
modernising services, and the 
Bonn government is keen to make 
them competitive in both goods 
and passenger traffic.

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Allow nations to live in peace, 
Pope tells diplomats in Nigeria 


LAGOS (Agencies) — Pope John 
Paul, on the last full day of his visit 
to Nigeria, told diplomats in Lagos 
Tuesday that nations should be 
allowed to live in a “serene cli- 
mate of human freedom" and wit- 
hout outside interference. 

The Polish-born pontiff made 
the statement to an audience 
which included Poland's amb- 
assador to Nigeria, Witold Jurasz. 

The Pope made no direct ref- 
erence to the crisis in Poland as he 
told the diplomats: 

“Whole peoples must be able 
effectively to enjoy their rightful 
autonomy and independence and 
exercise them in national sov- 
ereignty without outside int- 
erference. 

“Integral development, like 
peace itself, requires the serene 
climate of human freedom... as 
diplomats you must have an una- 
lterable conviction and an irr- 

JAL pilot 
was terrified 
before crash 

TOKYO (R) — The pilot of a Jap- 
anese airliner which crashed into 
Tokyo Bay last week, killing 24 
people, said Tuesday he had been 
seized with a feeling of terror and 
lost consciousness moments before 
the crash, published reports said. 

The reports, by Kyodo news 
agency and the state-owned Jap- 
anese broadcasting corporation 
(NHK), quoted Pflol Seiji Evat- 
agiri, 35, as making the remark 
during three hours of questioning 
by police. 

He is still in hospital being tre- 
ated for injuries received in the ■ 
crash, which occurred on Feb. 9. 

Police said they had no kno- 
wledge of the reported remarks. 

Kyodo and NHK said the cap- 
tain of the Japan Airlines (JAL) 
DC-8 also told police that imm- 
ediately after switching from auto 
to manual operation at a height ot 
about 60 metres in preparation for 
touchdown “I felt something like 
terror which I cannot explain, and 
completely lost consciousness.** 

“ I cannot tdl at all whether 1 put 
the engines into reverse thrust or 
how I handled the control stick,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

The aircraft, carrying 174 peo- 
ple, plunged into shallow water 
about 350 metres short of a runway 
at Tokyo. In addition to those kil- 
led. 150 people were injured, 78 
seriouslv. 


evocable commitment."

The wife of the Polish envoy 
kissed the Pope's ring on being 
introduced. 

In his address, the Roman Cat- 
holic leader said human beings 
should express freedom “in- the 
responsible determination of their 
action and in that self-mastery 
which excludes external con- 
straint." 

“Ours is an exciting period of 
history with undreamed of opp- 
ortunities in the scientific and tec- 
hnological fields but also fraught 
with contradictions and constant 
deadlocks in mutual relations," 
the pontiff said. 

Earlier Tuesday the Pope, who 
leaves Wednesday for the Marxist 
state of Benin on the second stage 
of his four-nation West African 
tour, declared in a sermon that 
“workers have the right to form 
unions and to ask for proper wor- 
king conditions." 

But. speaking in Lagos cat- 
hedral where he celebrated mass, 
he also said workers must render 
loyal service to their employers. 

Without referring to Poland, 
where the Solidarity free trafde 
union movement was suspended 
after the December imposition of 
martial law, he said Labour pro- 
blems should not be resolved by 
violence. 

In his address to .the diplomats 
he raised the subject of Third 
World development, saying many 
governments seemed more pre- 
occupied with inflation and mil- 


itary security while millions of 
people suffered from poverty, 
malnutrition and unemployment. 

The Pope said it was necessary 
to urge governments to continue 
to give development priority in 
their policies. 

He spoke for 20 minutes and 
retired for a short rest after he had 
met the diplomats and membereof 
the Nigerian protocol department. 

Earlier Tuesday a Vatican spo- 
kesman said the Pope, making his 
first foreign tour since being ser- 
iously wounded in an ass- 
assination attempt- nine months 
ago, had felt somewhat tired 
Monday. 

'But the official sard the 62- 
y ear-old pontiff felt fine Tuesday. 

Later Tuesday, standing under 
a baobab tree in the garden of the 
nuncio, the sunburned Pope gre- 
eted about 200 members of Nig- 
eria's 2. 000-strong Polish com- 
munity in what has become a reg- 
ular feature in his ten foreign trips. 
And he addressed them in Polish. 

"1 have lived through the par- 
ticularly difficult events which 
have affected my country," the 
pontiff said. “The Poles have 
rights in relation.- to their nei-_ 
gh hours, especially with those nat- 
ions which history has linked with 
them,” a a apparent reference to 
the Soviet Union. 

“I have said this to state aut- 
horities in Poland, as well as to 
leaders of other countries— that 
the rights of nations and ind- 
ividuals must be respected. This is 
a heritage of many years. We did 
not learn this from the United Nat- 
ions declaration after World War 
n. We learned this centuries ago."

Italian police say the 30- 
year-okl Ay may have been the 
man shown 'in a photograph 
standing next to Mr. Agca in St . 
Peter's Square the day the Tur- 
kish gunman shot and wounded 
Pope John Paul D.

Opinion poll indicates 
Irish opposition surge 


DUBLIN (R) — .An opinion poll 
published in the Irish Republic 
Tuesday suggests the opposition 
Fianna Fail Party has i boosted its 
chances in Thursday’s general ele- 
ction by promising to hold down 
the cost of food and clothing. 

The poll, published by the Irish 
Times, gave Fianna Fail a five- 
point lead over the centre-left coa- 
lition of Prime Minister Garret 
FitzGerald, though ir indicated his 
personal popularity was still high. 

. The poll was taken after the 
party unveQed budget proposals 
last Friday for tackling the cou- 
ntry's economic crisis. 

The results of another new- 
spaper survey, published Tuesday 
by the Irish Independent, put the 
coalition in the lead. But lie Ind- 
ependent's poll was taken before 
the Friday announcement. 

Fianna Fail's budget proposals 
were much softer than those put 
forward last month by Dr. Fit- 
zGerald. Parliament turned down 
his budget, causing the election. 

Fianna Fail (Warriors of Des- 
tiny) rejected his plans to drop 
food subsidies and impose swe- 
eping taxes on clothes, shoes and 
many other goods.

Hollywood forms society

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — A 
group of Hollywood television 
and film actors have announced a 
campaign to oppose U.S. policy in 
El Salvador and send medical aid 
to leftist guerrillas fighting the 
Amc rican-hackcd government 
there. 

A spokesman lor the group told 
a news conference that an org- 
anisation called Medical Aid for 
El Salvador had been set up to 
raise inonev to support the health 
care system o f the Salvadorean 
Democratic Revoluiionarv Front 
(FDR). 

Funds would be sent to a group 
of doctors in Mexico to buy med- 
ical equipment and supplies which 
then would be transported cla- 
ndestinely into El Salvador, he 
said. 

The spokesman said more than 
S.IH.RJ people had already donated 
SZ5.(HKT to medical aid to El Sal- 
vador. 

.Asked if the money might pos- 
sibly go towards supplying arms to 
the guerrillas, he said: “This org- 
anisation is dedicated solclv to 


medical aid." 

He said the assistance would go 
directly to the guerrillas because 
they were “the most effective ins- 
titution capable of delivering med- 
ical care" to the Salvadorean peo- 
ple.

Meanwhile. *at least 400 leftist 
guerrillas were killed during a 
five-day military sweep in sou- 
theastern El Salvador without any 
government casualties, a military 
source says in San Salvador. 

The source, who requested 
anonymity, said Monday night 
that between 150 and 200 gue- 
rrillas managed to escape the army 
operation in southeastern Usu- 
lutan province, 170 kilometres 
from San Salvador. 

He said seven guerrilla camps 
with a large quantity of arms and 
medicine were located and des- 
troyed before the operation ended 
earlier in the day. Two soldiers 
suffered slight wounds during the 
sweep, he added. ■

India is one of the few non- 
Soviet bloc countries to have rec- 
ognised the Heng Samrin regime 
in Kampuchea, which was ins- 
talled following a Vietnamese inv- 
asion of that country in late 1978. 

ASEAN, which groups^ Tha- 
iland, Singapore, Malaysia. Ind- 
onesia and the Philippines, still 
recognises the fallen regime of the 
Khmer Rouge which is waging a- 
guerrilla was in the countryside 
against Vietnamese and Heng 
Samrin forces. 

Mr. Rao arrived Monday from 
Vietnam, where he was given a 
rousing welcome by the Hanoi 
leadership.

U.S. senator

ANKARA (A.P.) — U.S. Sen. 
John G. Tower Tuesday expressed 
satisfaction with the “overall per- 
formance" of Turkey’s present, 
military rulers. 

Sen. Tower, on a one-day visit 
in his capacity as the chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, met with Turkish head of 
state Gen. Kenan Evren, Prime 
Minister Bulend Ulusu and For- 
eign Minister liter Turkmen.

Le Matin 
journalist 
beaten up 
in Romania 


"PARIS (A.P.) — French new- 
spaper reporter ■ Bernard Poulet 
said Monday he was brutally bea- 
ten last week while attempting to 
interview a dissident labour leader ' 
.in Romania. 

• Mr. Ftoulet, in an interview on » 
national television and in an art- 
icle for his newspaper, le Matin, 
said he was knocked unconscious, 
kicked and punched by two men 
last Thursday on a street in PIo- 
esti, about 50 kilometres north of 
Bucharest. 

■ Mr. Poulet said the beating took 
place 9 p.ra. local time less than 
100 metres from a militia station, 
but that no one intervened despite 
his cries for help. 

He said be was attacked as he 
walked toward the apartment of 
Vasile Paraschiv. a 53-year-old 
dissident labour leader who quit 
the Communist Party in 1969 and 
lobbyied for free labour unions , 
until disappearing from public 
view two years ago. 

Mr. Poulet said Mr. Paraschiv, 
who established close contacts 
with French labour officials during 
several visits here, called one of 
the contacts in Paris on Jan. 21 
and asked for help in getting his 
wife to France for medical tre- 
atment. 

It was the first contact with Mr. 
Paraschiv since rumours surfaced 
in 1979 that he had been killed, 
imprisoned or lobotomised, Mr. 
Poulet said. 

Mr. Poulet said the men who 
beat him stole his money, his tape 
recorder and all of his notes, but 
neglected to take his watch or 
coat. 

Police and paramedics, who 
appeared on the scene almost 
immediately after the two men 
left, told Mr. Poulet he had been 
attacked by “hoodlums.” 

After treatment at a local hos- 
pital for cuts and bruises, Mr. Pou- 
iet said he returned to Mr. Par-, 
aschiv’s apartment but was turned 
away by police. 


Mugabe launches crackdown on Nkomo 


SALISBURY (A.P.) — In a new 
crackdown on Joshua Nkomo's 
minority ZAPU, armed police 
searched the party headquarters 
and the government announced 
the banning of 1 1 companies all- 
egedly linked to the discovery of 
massive arms caches. 

Police swooped at noon on the 
four-floor Vanguard House, the 
Zimbabwe African People’s 
Union (ZAPU) headquarters in 
Salisbury's Kenneth Kaunda 
Avenue, and soldiers with fixed 
bayonets elsewhere in Zimbabwe 
occupied properties seized under 
presidential order by the state. 

Home Affairs Minister Richard 


.Hove, in a statement quoted by 
state-owned Radio Zimbabwe, 
said eleven companies and sub- 
sidiaries owned by “well known 
politicians" had been proclaimed 
unlawful by President Canaan 
Banana as threats to the country's 
security. 

Radio Zimbabwe said the com- 
panies were banned under the 
unlawful organisations act after 
more than 35 caches of anus were 
unearthed by soldiers and police 
on properties owned by Mr. 
Nkomo and his ZAPU party. Mil- 
itary officers said there were eno- 
ugh weapons to arm a 5,000-man 
.brigade -- a tenth the size of the 


army. 

Prime Minister Robert Mug- 
abe* Mr. Nkomo’s senior partner 
in a fragile 22-month coalition 
government, accused ZAPU of 
hoarding the arms as a prelude to 
staging a coup d'etat in the former 
British colony. 

Zimbabwe won its ind- 
ependence 'after Mr. Nkomo and 
Mr. Mugabe fed separate guerrilla 
armies in a seven-year war to end 
nine decades of white minority 
rule. 

Mr. Nkomo, political leader of 
the minority Matabele tribe of 
western Zimbabwe, has denied 
knowledge of the arras.

passengers. There were a total of 229 passengers on the flight 
“They were like normal passengers in first class,” said the spo- 
kesman. Lunch was to include smoked quail, roast English lamb and 
orange pancakes with curacao. 

A crowd of about 200 airport workers stood outside the VIP 
k>unge for 45 minutes for a glimpse of Prince Charles, 33, and 
20-year-old Princess Diana, who is expecting her first baby in June. 

Prince Charles entered the lounge briefly, but Princess Diana, 
wearing a short, white wool jacket over a gray skirt and gray- 
and-whhe blouse, stayed in the royal limousine until they were 
driven to the steps of the aircraft for the 7 Vi-hour flight.

VIENNA — The future of Aus- 
trian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky, 
and possibly of Austrian politics, 
may hang on a medical bulletin to 
be published in two months time. 

The bulletin will determine 
whether Dr. Kreisky. West Eur-- 
ope’s longest-serving government 
leader and a man who has dom- 
inated Austrian politics for more 
than a decade, can stand for re- 
election. 

The 71 -year-old chancellor, 
who has not been fully fit for alm- 
ost two years, said last month he 
would lead his Socialist Party 
(SPOE) into the next general ele- 
ctions in May 1983 only if he was 
fit enough to commit himself for 
another full-four year term. 

Dr. Kreisky dismissed spe- 
culation that the Socialists, who 
have enjoyed an overall majority 
since 1 1970. would try to bring 
forward the elections to enable 
him to lead them to victory and 
then bow out of politics. 

“My personal conviction is that 
2 have to be completely fit to cany 
on. I don't do things by halves. If I 
can't do it then it is better if som- 
eone else takes my place." he told 
the tabloid newspaper Kro- 
nenzeitung. 

But his departure would leave a 
huge gap that worries the Soc- 
ialists. and indeed most Austrians 
for whom he has grown into som- 
ething of a father-figure. 

With no single obvious can- 
didate at hand, the SPOE is gen- 
erally expected to institute a tri- 
umvirate of top party officials 
should Dr. Kreisky quit 
Under this plan, Vice- 
Chancellor Fred Sinowatz would 
head the government, SPOE Sec-

retary Karl Blech a the party and 
Heinz Fischer would continue to 
represent party interests in par-, 
liamtnt. 

The party’s worries began in 
1980 when the chancellor, hit- 
herto vigorous and apparently tir- 
eless, suffered his first serious hea- 
lth problem, a mysterious eye ail-, 
.menl. ■ 

Two operations in the United 
States brought no tangible imp- 


rovement. Instead the chancellor 
has suffered from various other 
ailments. 

Responding to increasing rum- 
ours about his ailments, he dro- 
pped a ban on confidentiality over 
his health, allowing his doctors to 
‘discuss his condition and pro- 
mising a detailed medical bulletin 
in April. 

“Then everyone can judge for 
themselves." he said. 


• His doctor. Prof. Anton Neu- 
mayr, said last month he had no 
indication that the chancellor was 
planning to withdraw. “If you ask 
me, be can cany on," he told the 
newspaper Die Presse. 

He admitted that, because of 
high blood pressure, Dr. Kreisky 
had trouble with his kidneys. Aus- 
trian press reports meanwhile 
speak of a heart problem which 
they say is behind the other ail- 
ments. 

The question mark over his hea- 
lth has done little to diminish Dr. 
Kreisky s popularity among Aus- 
trians, who m an opinion poll last 
year voted him the nation's fav- 
ourite politician. 

Nor have personal setbacks aff- 
ected his 'prestige, based on a 
combination of relative political 
and economic stability at home 
and his intense pursuit of “active 
neutrality” hj the world at large, 
where he has made countless dip- 
lomatic forays. 

Dr. Kreisky survived his first 
major political crisis iq 1978 when 
Austrians rejected his nuclear 
programme m a national ref- 
erendum after he had staked his 
political future on a yes vote. 

■ The myth of his infallibility was 
badly shaken in 1 980 by open dis- 
sention in his party over a drawn- 
out battle to oust his glamorous 
young heir, apparent, -Hanoes 
Androsch. 

Mr. Androsch, a former vice- 
chancellor and finance minister 
and now head of Austria's largest 
bank, is said to be waiting for the 
post -Kreisky era before thinking 
of a political comeback. 

Last year the chancellor suf- 
fered a series of set-backs in his 
foreign policy, particularly his act- 
ive involvement in Middle Eastern 
affairs.' 


First, the bead of the Austrian- 
lsraeli friendship society was 
murdered. Then a series of inc- 
idents led to the freezing of rel- 
ations with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). Fin- 
ally there was an attack on a Vie- 
nna synagogue by gunmen in 
which two people were killed. 

Dr. Kreisky, the first Western 
leader to receive PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat and recognise' a 
PLO representative, then had to 
say he was “deeply shocked" 
when Mr. Arafat reacted to the 
killing of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat last year with open 
Joy. 

Ignoring threats to his life and 
calls by press and opposition to 
give up his support for the PLO, 
Dr. Keisky pledged to continue to 
seek a Middle East settlement 
But recently a Palestinian spl- 
inter group, A1 Assifa. threatened 
Vienna with “extensive pro- 
blems" if three Arabs arrested 
after the synagogue attack last 
August were not freed. 

Earlier the chancellor had spa- 
rked off a fierce controversy in this 
strongly Catholic country by say- 
ing the church had no role in wor- 
kers' movements such as in Pol- 
and. _• 

The chancellor, recently rec- 
overed from a viral infection, told 
a West German newspaper: 
"Today the political realities 
don't allow a man with relatively 
long experience simply to retire." 

Then apparently unperturbed 
by aD concern about his health, 
security threats and opposition 
attacks, he returned to the pol- - 
ideal scene for a cabinet meeting, 
brushing away all anxious inq- 
uiries with bis usual gruff Vief 
nnese wit: “I am well, otherwise I 
wouldn’t be here."
